‘DARK AND COLD AS ZERO. 


An Experiment Showing the Vast Pressure 
In the Occan’s Lowest Depths. 

The peculiar physical conditions of 
the deep seas may be briefly stated to be 
these: It is absolutely dark, so far as 
actual sunlight is concerned; the tem- 
perature is only s few degrees above 
freezing point, the pressure is enormous, 
there is little or no movement af the 
water, the bottom is composed of a uni- 
form, fine, soft mud,-and thers is no 
plant life. All of these physical condi- 
tions one can appreciate, except the 
enormous pressure. At a depth of 2,500 
fathoms the pressure is, roughly speak- 
ing, 215 tons per square inch—that is 
to say, the pressure per square inch upon 
the body of every animal that lives at 
the bottom of the Atlantic ocean is abont 
25 times greater than, the pressure that 
will drive a railway train. 

Professor Moseley describes an inter- 
esting experiment in point made during 
the voyage of the Challenger. Mr. 
Buchanan hermetically sealed at both 
ends a thick glass tube full of air and 
several inches in length. He wrapped it 
in flannel and placed it in a wide copper 
tube, one of those used to protect the 
deep sea thermonicters when sent down 
with the sounding apparatus. This cop- 
per tube was closed by a lid fitting Joose- 
ly and with holes in the bottom of it, 
and the copper bottom of the tube simi- 
larly had holes bored through it. The 
water thus had free access to theinterior 
of the tube when it was lowered into 
the sea, and the tube was necessarily 
constructed with that object in view, so 
that in its ordinary use the water should 
freely reach the coutained thermometer. 

The copper case containing the sealed 
glass tube was sent down to a depth of 
2,000 fathoms and drawn up again It 
was then found that the copper wall of 
the case was bulged and bent inward 
opposite the place where the glass tube 
lay, just as if it had been crumpled in- 
ward by being violently squeezed. The 
glass tube itsclf, within its flannel 
wrapper, was found when withdrawn 
reduced to a fine powder, like snow al- 
most. 

What kad happened was that the seal- 
ed glass tube, sinking to gradually in- 
creasing depths, had held out long 
against the pressure, but this at last 
had become too great for the glass to 
sustain, and the tube had suddenly given 
way. Sov-violert had been the collapse 
that the water had not had time to rush 
in at the perforations, but instead had 
crushed in the copper wall and bronght 
equilibriom in that manner, and this 
process is exactly the reverso o§ am ex- 
plosion and is termed by Sir Wyville 
Thompson an ‘implosion. "’—Philadel- 
phia Press.

CAIRO Disli Vis HES, 


| THEIR HOWLING AND WHIRLING ON 
THE BANKS OF THE’NILE. 


A Perfosinanse of Which Muci Has Been 
Writ Described by an Cycwitness—An 
Ente ment Which Put the Boston 
Chaplain to Thinking. 


Cairo has an entertainment every Fri- 
day afternoon which draws well. It is 
the function of the howling and whirl- 
ing dervishes in the mosque of Kasr-el- 
Ain, un the road to old Cairo, near the 
bank of the Nile. There were formerly 
two entertainments, one of the howlers, 
the other of the whirlers. I donot know 
how they happehed to be united: b sup- 
pose it came from the tendency toward 
consolidation and combination so preva- 
lent in these times) It is much more 
convenient now. In the former times 
tourists were obliged to hurry from one 
to the other, as they both came off at 
thesame hour. Now they can go leisure 
ly after an early lunch. We assembled 
with 100 or 200 of our fellow travelers 
at the appointed hour, or rather some 
time before, in order to secure good 
seats. 

The performance is given in a circu- 
lar room crowned by a lofty dome. 
Chairs are supplied for a moderate sti- 
pend. On the occasion when we assisted 
there were about 30 performers. The 
leader of the troop was a very respect- 
able looking man. He sat in the place 
of honor ou one side of the room. The 
others formed s semicircle in front of 
him. Tire exercise began with a short 
invocation and devont obeisances. At 
first the dervishes kneeled ou mats. The 
leader opened with a bricf chant, and 
the others responded vigorously, duck- 
ing their heads to the floor. Then a be- 
neyolent looking senior member struck 
up a song which had something of the 
effect of a pig under a gute. This seem- 
ed to be stumlating, for all the others 
rose and began a rhythmic howling, keep- 
ing time by moving their heads forward 
and backward, with occasional varis- 
tions to the right and left. 

The howling wus varied by a snort- 
ing chorus, which, with practice, be- 
comes very effective. This was followed 
by deep and lond breathing, the heads | 
all the time wagging in the most vigar- 
ous manner. _The accompanying music 
at first was only a flute and a small 


drum, but as they warmed up larger 
drums and cymbals were brought in, 
and the more violent action was accent- 
ed by a tremendous din. About half the 
dervishes had long hair, and the move- | 
ment of their heads was sufficient to | 
| throw it forward zud backward at every 
stroke. This was a rcal addition to the 
effect. After th-y got well at work one 
of them glicied inte the center of the cir- 
cle aud beg: n to whirl, kecping time to 
the music and the howling, which kept 
going faster und faster. 

Now and then the leader would make 
a sigual tostop. Some of the performers 
seemed unable to do this promptly, but | 
kept on swaying and howling until they | 
were run down. Only one of them fell

THE TEMPLE OF HATHOR. 


Dne of the Ancient Buildings of Egypt and 
Very Well Preserved. 

We steamed two hours one morning 
on the Nile and after an early breakfast 
rode on donkeys about three miles to 
the famous temple of Hathor, the Egyp- 
tian Aphrodite, at Denderah. This tem- 
ple was built just before the Christian 
era by one of the Ptolemies, and the porch 
was added by Tiberius. Though built 
by Greek and Roman emperors, it is 
essentially Egyptian in architecture and 
decoration, and as it was the first of 
the great temples that we had seen we 
were very much impressed. It stands on 
the borders of the desert and the ver- 
dant plain, surrounded by the ruins of 
an old town, the debris of which, to- 
gether with the blowing sands, rise sev- 
eral feet above its foundations. "The 
temple is very well preserved. Its porch, 
the latest part, is a noble hall, suppert- 
ed by 24 columns about 8 feet in diam- 
eter and 40 feet high, the capitals pre- 
senting colossal faces of Hathor on four 
sides. Every foot of the surface, outside 
and in, is covered with sculpture, which, 
thongh of the period Of decadence, is 
still striking because of the amount of 
it. 

The main temple behind the porch 
consists of four central chambers and 
some 20 others, each of which had its 
use. The faces on nearly all the figures 
have been mutilated by iconoclastic Mo- 
hammedans or Christians. On the ex- 
terior of the wall in the rear, among 
other figures are Cleopatra and her son 
Cwsarion, whose father was Julius 
Casar. This representation of the fa-, 
mous Egyptian queen, though contempo- 
raneous, scarcely justifies the tradition 
of her beauty. Near by is a small tem- 
ple of Isis, and another which seems to 
have had some connection with the tem- 
ple of Hathor. The town of Tentyris 
stood here. The Tentyrites hated the 
crocodiles y-hich the people of neighbor- 
ing Ombos worshiped, and a religious 
war of great fury was carried on be- 
tween the two places. If there must be 
religious wars, they may as well be over 
crocodiles as over dogmas which nobody 
knows the truth of. The ruins of Ten- 
tyris are -mainly of brick, baked and 
unbaked. The temples are of lime- 
stone. Some of the stones forming the 
roof are 24 feet long and 6 feet wide. 
The whole construction is massive. In- 
side are traces of color which must have 
greatly added tothe beauty. At Den- | 
derah we are not far from the Libyan 
hills, but our course takes us away from 
them toward the Arabian side as we

SNAKES IN FLORIDA. 


—— 


A MAN WHO HAS CAUGHT THEM FOR 
TWENTY-EIGHT YEARS. 


Ho Charms Them With a Banjo and Carcs 
Bites With a Wecd- Rattlesnakes Are 
Easy to Tame—The King Suake Is a King 
Indeed—The Biggest lattler. 


After a man has spent 28 years of his 
life catching snakes he knows what he 
is talking about. Si Foman is 43 years 
old. He went into the business of catch- 
ing snakes when he was 15. He shows 
evidence of what fhe insurance men 
would call “an extra hazardous voca- 
tion’’ in the shape of 75 or more scars, 
the result of wounds inflicted by the 
fangs of reptiles. These scars are all 
over his body—on his legs, one on his 
jaw, under the eye, where a rattler clip- 

him and hung one day, while the 
back of his hands look like crows’ nests 
of scars. He is a colored man and has 
the appearance of having Indian blood 
in his veins. “ha 

“All snakes,’’ said Si, “like music, 
and this banjo is the thing I use to catch 
them with. Suppose I'm in the woods 
and see a rattlesnake crawl down a go- 
pher hole. I go tothe month of the hole 
and play, and pretty soon here comes 
the old fellow crawling forth. As soon 
as he gets outside I pick him up and 
put him in the bag. If he's in the open, 
coiled under a _palmetto-leaf, I’m more 
cautions About 30 feet off I sit down 
and play, and the snake quickly uncoils 
himself and rolls around over the ground 
as if he enjoyed it. He rattles all the 
time, but not as loud as he does when 
he means business and is giving you 
warning to give him moreroom. I grad- 
ually approach, playing softer and soft- 
er, and finally I pick him up about the 
middle and slip him in the bag and go 
looking for another. 

“A rattlesnake is the most poisonous 
of all the snakes in Florida His bite 
is sure death unless. yon have an anti- 
dote very handy. I've got an antidote, 
though, and a bite never troubles me 
now in the least. It isso efficacious that 
the wound hardly swells. I went down 
and spent uearly two years among the 
Seminoles in the Everglades to get it, 
and then it was good Inck. Iwas outin 
the woods one day with Knothole. The 


| old fellow got bitten by a rattlesnake, 


and he started at once for his antidote. 
I followed him, for I knew what he was 
looking for. He tried to conceal the plant 


| by crushing it down with his foot, but 


I picked itupand told him that was 
the thing to cure snake bites. He re- 
marked that I was too much of an In- 
dian and must stay always in the I^- 
dian camp. The plant not only cures 
snake bite, but the stings of all kinds of 
insects, and it is also said tocure rabies. 

“Well, to get back to snakes. There 
are two kinds of rattlers in Florida 
One is the swamp rattler and the other 
the highlander. The swamp suake has 
a larger head and a thicker body and is 
altogether a heavier snake than his high- 
land brother. His coat, too, is darker 
and his diamonds brighter. He is more 
vicious and gives mighty little time for 
you to move when he sounds the alarm. 

"Rattlesnakes are very easy to tame. 
Let me handle them for about four days, 
and they know me and make no effort 
whatever to bite. I don’t take the fangs 
out, for what's the use? In two weeks 


they grow ont again big enough to kilb 


you, and in six weeks are as big as they 
ever were. I bave heard people say that 
a rattlesnake gets his poison from’ a 
plant, but it's all nonsense. It’s in them, 
for I find those a year in captivity are 
just as dcadly as when fresh from the 
woods, 

“The biggest rattlesnake I ever saw I 
caught up here by Palatka. He was 10 
feet 11 inches long, weighed 88 pounds 
and had 56 rattles. I had him in a pit 
there in the yard for a long time, A 
heavy rain erme once and filled the pit 
up with water, and he drowned. I made 
a vest out of his skin. I'm afraid I'll 
never get anothcr snake like that,” and 
Si sighed to think what he had lost. 

“Si, how far does a rattlesnake strike?” 

“Some people say he strikes his 
length, and others declare that he can 
jump more than his length, but I’ve 
watched them closely, and I know they 
are wrong. A rattlesnake can’t get far- 
ther than the length of twocoils That's 
about half his length." 

“Where do yor find most of the rat- 
tlers?”" j 

“Fort George is a great place for 
them. Pablo is another good field, while 
all down the coast in the scrub there are 
thousands Then in the hummocks and 
swamps you will find plenty, and in the 
pine woods, where there are gopher 
holes. A ratilesnake lfKes a gopher hole. 
It’s a nice snug place, and he lives there 
with the coachwhip, the gopher und the 
gopher snake in perfect harmony. 

“But the great suake, the smart snake, 
the snake you can educate to perform 
tricks, is the king snake, and he’s the 
king and enemy of them all, and he 
kills all he can and eats them, too, if 
they are not too large. The king snake 
isn’t afraid to tackle anything that 
crawls. I'veseen one kill a rattlesnako 
almost twice as big as he was. The 
king snake crawls silently up to where 
the rattler is dozing and grabs him with 
his mouth by the jaws, so that the rat- 
tler can't possibly use his fangs. Then, 
in the twinkling of an eye, he coils him- 
self aronntl his enemy and tightens his 
coils and stretches them until you can 
hear the bones crack. When he leaves, 
die rattler is like a jelly.'’—Florida

SOME POLITICAL POINTS. 


GOVERNOR BROWN AGAIN IN THE 
FIELD. 


He States Positively that He will be a 
Oandidate for Re-Election. 


The Baltimore Herald of Thursday 
says: 

Governor Brown is “in it” He him- 
self is authority for the atatement. 

The question which the politicians 
have been asking one another ever since 
the adjournment of the legislature, “Wil, 
Frank Brown be a candidate to succeed 
himself?” is finally answered, and in the 
affirmative. 

Last evening the rumor so frequently 
alluded toin these columns that Gov. 
Bitown would again run for the demo- 
cratic nomination for Chief Executive of 
Maryland was renewed down town and 
discussed, with a deal of interest, espec- 
ially among politicians, who had con- 
cluded that when His Excellency recent- 
ly accepted the presidency of the Trac- 
tion Company.thet he intended to grad- 
ually withdraw frem politics and turn 
his attention entirely toward a business 
career. 

This supposition madé\the rumor the 
more interesting, and it wag talked over 
pro.and con with zest and wot a little 
concern. ; 

A Morning Herald reporter found -the 
Governor at the Hotel Rennert and put 
the question squarely to him: 

“Is it true, Goyernor, that you will be 
a candidate for renomination next year?” 

“Yes,” was the prompt reply, “it is, I 
bave determined to ask for endorse- 
ment.” 

When did you decide to enter the 
field ?” 

“Inside the last 24 hours, though my 
friends throughout Maryland have press- 
ed me to come to this decision for some 
time; in fact, they did so several months 
ago. Now that I have decided I deem 
it proper that they should know~the fact 
as well as that the party should learn 
my position. Hence I have no hesitancy 
in admitting the truth of the repurt.” 

“On what grounds will you make your 
campaign ?” inquired tbe reporter. “Will 
it be like your former canvas?” 

SI have not thought much of details,” 
said the Governor, “but having concluded 
to be a candidate, I, of course, expect to 
invoke all possible influence to attain a 
nomination, and my course will beshap- 
ed in great degree by conditions arising as 
time goes on.” 

“What do Senator Gorman and Mr. 
Rasin think of your determination to 
again be a candidate?” 

“I don’t know, for I have not conferred 
with any ofthe political leaders. In fact 
I did not tell anyone what I intended to 
do until to-day. Then, my mind being 
made up, I told friends whom I met of 
my decision.” 

This was al! the Governor bad tosayin 
regard to his candidacy. What he did 
say heuttered in hisusual imperturbable 
manner. The contest for the Governor- 
ship does not begin until the summer of 
1895. 

A friend of Goyernor Brown, who was 
asked what effect he thought the presi- 
dency of a street-railway company would 
have upon his campaign, said: 

“T am sure that Frank Brown would 
not allow himself to be handicapped in 
the least degree, having entered the race. 
Ifthe Traction Company’s presidency is 
an incumbeance, and he discovers it to be 
so, he will throw it off; he will make the 
fight for the Governorship to win. And 
he is a strong candidate, too. I think he 
can safely count upon Baltimore's 21 vot- 
es in the state convention.” 


The term of the present Postmaster 
at Easton, Col. J. C. Mullikin, expired 
some time ago, but nosuccessor has been 
pamed. The two leading candidstes for 
the place are Mr. John Y. Todd, editor of 
the Easton Democrat, and Capt. C. R. 
Leonard, ex-member ofthe House of Del- 
egates. Senator Gibson is said to have 
promised the place to Captain Leonard, 
but serious opposition tothe appointment 
of the latter bas arisen among the pa- 
trons of the office, and grave doubts are 
expressed as to whether the President 
will appoint him even at the request of 
the Senator. Mr. Todd’s friends claim 
that he is entitled to the place because he 
bas slways consistently supported Mr. 
Gibson in the Democrat in all'the bitter 
local fights which have taken place in 
Talbot county in recent years. In fact, 
the Democrat has been looked upon as 
the personal organ of the Senstor in his 
county, and the friendsofits editor claim 
that he is entitled to some reward for 
what he has done, and they ask that he 
be made Postmaster. 


Mr. John G. Mills, editor ofthe Cam- 
bridge Democrat, will be made Postmas- 
ter at Cambridge on the expiration ofthe 
term of the present incumbent, Mr. J. H. 
C. Barrett, editor of the Era, the Repnb- 
lican organ of Dorchester count’, Mr. 
Mills had the endorsement of the late 
Congressman Brattan, and is also en:or- 
sed by Senator Gibson. 

Collector Shaw har eppointed’St ate Sen- 
ator Jacob M. Newman of Frederick 
county cashier of customs to sncceed 
Mr. Arthar Stabler of Montgomery 
connty? Mr. Newman is a brother in-law 
of Collector Shaw and wil] assume the 
duties of the office tomorrow. The cash- 
ier is required to give bond ta the Collec 
tor for $25,000, and bis falary is $2500 a 
year.

Mrs. Cleveland’s stepfather, Mr. Perrine, 
when told the story, was natarally indig- 
nant. He said: “That story is’ utterly 
without foundation.

of the obelisks and the Nile, bat a story 
true in word and fact. 

It is the story of & key, before which 
vast treasure houses, impenetrable far 
ages, opened their doors And when the 
portals were thrown wide the searchers 
gazed upon vistas coytaining riches of 
which their wildest imaginings had 
never dreamed 

It is not a key of gold, though ita 
value is more than its weight in that 
precious metal, nor is it shaped like a 
key at all. “And the wealth it unlocked 
is pot only for its finders, but for all 
that desire to partake of it, for all pos- 
terity, for you and for me. Ispeak of tro 
Rosetta stone, which is now in the Brit- 
ish museum. 

Many ages ago Ptolemy Epiphenes, 
king of Egypt, paid the arrears of taxes 
and other debts of the priesthood of 
Egypt, and in thanks and to show their 
respect for his consideration the priest- 
hood, at a synod held in Memphis, passed 
a decree commemorating it. The decree 
was cut into stone, as that was the mode 
of preserving a record of historical 
events. This happened about 195 years 
before the Christian era. 

Yon mnst know that the Egyptians 
had a different mode of writing from 
ours. They used hicroglyphics or picture 
writing, and this, after great research, 
has becn discovered to be the written in- 
terpretation of sounds. 

That a record of Epiphenes’ decd 
might not be lost the Egyptians had the 
decree written in three different lan- 
guages, the hieroglyphic, the demotic 
and the Greek. This was done as a pre- 
caution, because, as the country had 
many dialects, a language once in use 
was likely to die out in time. So by 
making this trilingual copy of the event, 
each a tranglation of the other, it was 
likely to be preserved. 

Years passed, and the dust of ages 
buried from view\the stone that was des- 
tined to play so important a part in 
throwing a light upon the shaddwy con- 
ceptions of modern thinkers regarding 
the past life and Mannéra and customs 
of the Egyptians T 

This is the origin of the Rosetta stone, 
but no onein the modern world knew of 
its existence until the time of Napoleon. 
He carried his conquering arms all over 
Europe, aud not content with his vic- 
tories there he invaded Egypt, where he 
fought the brilliant Ezyptian campaign. 

While stationed nesr Rosetta, in lower 
Egypt, some of the soldicrs with the 
French engineer, M. Boussard, found, 
while excayating in the historical soil, 
a block of stone of black basalt, about 
315 feet in length and alittle more than 
2145fectin width. On it they saw strange 
and unintelligible wirting or drawings. 
It was the Rosetta stoue, so called from 
the name of the place where it was 
found, but they did not dream how pre- 
cious their discovery would prove. 

And it was noc until about 15 years 
had passed that even one word was 
translated. Dr. Young in 1815 made 
out the word Ptolemy, and he it was 
who discovered that the writing was 
phonetic and not ideographic, as had 
been supposed. But the key had not yet 
done its work, for, like Aladdin and his 
lamp, the talisman had not yet been 
conquered. 

Dr. Young, continuing his research, 
deciphered the word Berenice among 
the pictorial writings of the frescoes at 
Karnak. But it is to Champolion that 
most of the credit is due, for he contin- 
med the research unremittingly, and 
finally his labors were crowned with vic- 
tory. The translation of the Rosetta 
stone was completed—that is to say, so 
far as the stone itself is complete, for 
one part of it is broken off. 

It was not an easy task to conquer, 
but one well worth the attempt, and 
honor will ever redound tothe men that 
undertook and succeeded in opening up 
the broad field of the literature of the 
east, the field that glows with glorious 
deeds and vast achievements, and that 
for ages baffled the wisest.—Philadel- 
piha Times. 

Stage Drivers of Early Days. 

Speaking of stage drivers reminds one 
of the glory of stages, which reached its 
crowning point when rival lines ran be- 
tween Sacramento and Virginia, Nev. 
Six magnificent horses to each coach, the 
coaches the finest possible, the horses 
caparisoned with every ornament which 
could be added to enhance their beauty. 

The driver, in a bearskin coat and cap, 
bearskin gauntlets, was a little sover- 
eign in his way.

He cared nothing for snowslides or hi:sh 
water, and his ruling idea was that he 
must make the station ahead of the op- 
position line.

The Wonderfel Methods o! of Work snd Gov- 
ermnent by Wasps, 

Wasps act aagpehitects, builders, car- 
penters and paper makers: They go 
abroad into the fields amd gardens in 
search of provisions. , With exemplary 
care for the public welfare they eat out 
the sunny side of your pesehes and carry 
away meat from the lamb chops in your 
larder. man, who robs the 
busy bee of hard earned honey and‘ 
slays the gentle calf for the production 
of veal cutlcts, usually speaks of the so- 
tors. But he forgets that the generous 
and public spirited wasp does not levy 
tribute on his apricots for itself alone. 
It is the commissary of the republic. 
Each workcr hurries back to the nest the 
results of his frnit hurting or his ma- 
rauding expeditions and shares them 
among his fellow subjects with that dis- 
tributive justice which Aristotle prcach- 
ed and which nobody in our human com- 
munities practices. He carries out the 
principles of the Fabian society. 

Every successful wasp, when he re- 
turns to the nest with a piece of prime 
beef, or a wingless fly, or a cargo of 
sagar saved for the community from 
the grocer's barrel, perches on the top of 
the dome among his assembled fellows, 
and disgorging all his spoils divides 
them equally among nurses and paper 
makers. His two main doctrines are, 
“If any wasp will not work, neither 
shall he cat,™” and ‘‘Every wasp to labor 
according to ‘his capacity and receive 
according to his needs ina free com- 
munity.” 

„Division of labor, I believe, goes a 
long way in thenest. Someof the work- 
ers seem to be specially employed as for- 
agers and soldiers, others sppear to be 
told off us nurses and guardians, while 
yet others are engaged as paper makers 
and masons. It is even said that these 
last work by definite shifts, I know not 
on what authority, and that they each 
have a space of about a square inch al- 
lotted to them to fill with cells, on which 
no neighboring worker is permitted to 
encroach with impunity. “But these are 
perhaps the fictions of imaginative ob- 
servers. At any rate, the eight hours’ act 
is not yetin operation.

Kossath's English. 

Kossuth had a remarkable mastery of 
English. This story shows how he 
strengthened his knowledge of our diffi- 
cult tongue. Speaking at Concord, Mass., 
Kossuth wished to express the figure of 
the Austrian cagie rending the young 
freedom of Hungary. The word escaped 
him. Stopping for a moment in the full 
flight of elaguence, he asked a matter of 
fact Aimcrican who sat near him, ‘‘What 
you say when man tear his coat?" 
“Hole, ™ was the reply. That word did 
not satisfy him, and Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson, who had overheard the question, 
whispered *‘rent, '’ with poeiicsympathy 
for euphouy, and the stately sweep of 
the sentence was completed. He learned 
the langnage after his arrest in 1837, 
when he was senteuced in 1838 to three 
years’ imprisonment, during a part of 
which he was cut off from all ecommuni- 
cation with his friends and was denied 
the use of pen and ink, and even of 
books. In the second year he was allow- 
ed to read, but as all political books 
were interidicted he selected an English 
grammar, Walker's Pronouncing Dic- 
tionary, and Shakespeare. Without 
knowing a single word he begau to read 
“The Tempest. ™ He was engaged for a 
fortnight in getting through the first 
page.—Chicago Herald. 

Rousseau and Millet. 

Roussean and Millet were very unlike, 
as one may inír from their work. Rous- 
seau was essentially a landscape painter, 
and it was in the woods that he found 
nis favorite themes. Thesplendors of the 
setting sun or sheltered nooks in the 
woods were subjects he was fond of 
painting. Beautiful effects like these en- 
raptured him, and naturally he sought 
to reproduce them. Millet, like Rous- 
seau, was an admirer of the grandeur 
and richness of nature, but he was more 
deeply moved by another sentiment. In 
his mind it was man who, played the 
principal part, and to his eyes the land- 
scape was the stage on which the drama 
of humanity was represented. The con- 
tinned labor which the life of man de- 
mands, his sufferings, his pains as well 
as his joys, his pleasures, his weariness, 
his rest, his peace—these were the con- 
ditions that appealed most strongly to 
Francois’ imagination, and it was these 
which he felt himself driven to paint. —

SECTION 2. And be it enacted, that all acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent with the provis- 
ions ofthis act be, and they are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent they are so Inconsistent. 

SECTION 3. And be it inacted that nothing 
in this‘act shall be construed tw affect the lin- 
bility ofany existing clerk or treasurer of 
Wicomico county, or any collector previously 
appointed In'Wicomico county, or any sult 
therein pending, and provided further that 
the present clerk and treasurer shall hold his 
office until the next general election, or his 
successor Is duly elected and qualified and he 
and his bond shall be subject to all the 
provisions prescribed by law, and to the pro- 
visions of this act. 

SECTION 4 And be it enacted That this 
Act shall take eflect from the date of its pas-

Venetian Mirrors. 
The beauty and almost absolnte per- 


| fection characterizing the mirrors pro- 


duced in the mannfactories of Venice 
are mainly due, it is said, to the pecul- 


| iar solution applied to the surface. Pre- 
| liminary to this application the glass is 


thoroughly cleaned with wet whiting, 
then washed with distilled water and 
prepared for the silver with 4 sensitiz- 
ing solution of tin, which is well rinsed 
off immediately before its remoyal to 
the silvering table, and the latter be- 
ing raised to the proper temperature 
the glass is laid and the sil¥ering solu- 
tidp at once poured over it before the 
of the table has time to dry any 
patt of the surface of the glass. The so- 
lution used is prepared as follows: In 
one-half liter of distilled water 100 
grains of nitrate of silver are dissolved, 
to this being added 62 grains of liquid 
ammonia of 0.88 specific gravity. The 
mixture is filtered and made up to sight 


| liters with distilled water, and 7 5-10 


grams of tartaric acid dissolved in 30 
grams of water are mixed with the so- 
lution." About 2 5-10 liters are poured 
over the glass meter to be silvered, the 


| metal immediately commencing to de- 


posit on the glass, which is maintained 
at about 104 degrees F., and in « little 
more than a half hour a continuous coat- 
ing of silveris formed. After carcful 
wiping with chamois the surfaco is 
treated a second time with a solution 
like the first, bit containing a double 
quantity of tartaric acid.—New York 
Sun.

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CHINESE LANGUAGE. 


SOME OF THE CURIOSITIES. OF THE 
“EAR SPLITTING JARGON.” 


Musicinns Say It Has an Affinity With the 
Notes of Birds—No Alphabet and No 
Parts of Speech—Some Amusing Exam- 
ples of Chinese Talk. 


The superficial observer often refers to 
the Chinese spoken speech as an "ear 
splitting jargon” and to the written 
speech as “hieroglyphics.” Frequent vis- 
itors to any ‘‘Chinese quarter,” notably 
a large“‘Chinatown” like that of Los 
Angeles, will soon become so familiar 
with this so called jargon as to note that 
it is far more musical than the English 
speech. Musicians are authority for the 
statement that the Chinese language has 
more affinity (when spoken) with the 
notes of birds than with the tones of any 
other language. Thisis perhaps because 
the Chinese, having no alphabet, must 
have many tone combinations to give 
the varibus expressions and meanings to 
the thousands of characters. 

Having no alphabet, the Chinese lan- 
guage has wore symbols than all of the 
alphabets in the universe combined, and 
there are more tone combinations for the 
expression of those symbols than in all 
other tongues. Each tone is attached to 
a character, and one character is made 
to mean several different things, accord- 
ing to the tone used. In Chinese the 
tone gives the meaning. A word spoken 
with a falling inflection means one 
thing, and quite another when spoken 
with a rising inflection. Weoften hear 
a Chinaman, as he walks along thestreet 
talking with his companion, utter a word 
in a falling inflection which sounds like 
n-go. This means “I.” He is talking of 
himself—perhaps saying how great he 
thinks himself tobe. Butif he drawls 
ont the sound long and even he is eall- 
ing some hoodlum a ‘‘goose.” He gives 
the falling inflection to the first syllable, 
and the rising inflection to the last, and 
ina rather musical voicé. ‘This would 
| be a difficult feat for an American, 

No matter in what mood he may be, he 
may not and perhaps cannot change the 
accent. The voice may be louder or in 
a minor key, but the tones are as inflexi- 
ble as written words and must be soused, 
or the exact meaning is lost. AN the 
expressions of human passions—laugh- 
ter or sorrow—must be expressed by the 
same inflexible words and precise ac- 
cents. There are only five tones in the 
Chinese voice, but as every word has all 
of its syllables accented there are 25 per- 
mutations, and these are almost always 
in constant use, even in ordinary conver- 
sution. A question may be asked with 
or without a rising inflection, according 
to the word used. 

Chinese udjectives are, nouns. For 
“many thanks” it is “thank thank.” A 
“great man” is “greatness man.’ Some- 
times a noun is formed of a noun and a 
verb, as **barber,” whom they call**shave- 
head teacher.” The verbs have neither 
moods nor tenses, and when your laun- 
dryman wishes to tell you that “I have 
washed” he says, “I pass over wash.” 
Their adverbs are mostly formed by join- 
ing together nouns and verbs, as ‘finish 
day” for “yesterday.” To cook is/to “eat 
rice.” Every noun is plural and includes 
all there is of that urticle, unless ‘it is 
lumited by the expression “one piece,” as 
“one piece house.” Instead of **wife and 
children” they express "family and wife.” 

The word woman ineaus ‘father man.” 
If repeutcd, it signifies *scoldings" The 
noun always remains in the same shape, 
and the verb has but one form instead of 
the many known to the English lan- 
guage. The Chinese language has no de- 
clensions, subjugations, moods, tenses, 
prepositions, conjunctions, adverbs, first, 
second and third persons, no singular 
and plural, and no gender except by the 
addition of a few participles in fare in- 
stances. It is evidently simple and easy 
to learn, ont of the simplest and most 
curious things abont it being, as abore 
stated, that every noun, unless qualified 
Otherwise, is plural. 

There are about 60,000 characters used 
in the Chinese language proper, but the 
average Chinaman no more learns all of 
those characters than the everyday 

„American learns the 100,000 words ‘a the 
English language. The Chinaman. now- 
ever, learns on the average more thon 
does an American in a similar positicn 
in life. A Chinaman who can neither 
regd nor write is a rarity. Chinese is 
not a monosyllabic language. us many 
suppose, and it is impossible to utter in 
Chinese any but the shortest sentences in 
monosyllables. 

In writing the Chinaman makes one 
complicated but integral character for 


each word, but that word may be prop- | 


erly spoken in two, three or four sylla- 
bles. His syllables are divided by no 
longer intervals than are his words, an] 


that is what makes his Janguaze sound | 
‘to a foreigner like a singsong jargon. |

| The wedding ceremony among the. 
Kabyles: is interesting’ because of its 
comparative resemblance to the customs 
of the old Greeks and Romans and even 
to those which still prevail in sc jues- 

tered parts of France. Here it is the 
girl's father who exacts a wedding por- 

tion, a sum of about £8, for which the 
bridegroom has generally to rely upon 
the advances@$f his friends. Often, too, 

the young man has not a house for his 
bride, in which case his friends set to 
work and build one, no very difficult 
matter. 

On the wedding day the bride.is led 
through the villages in the neighbor- 
hood, monnted on'a mule and escorted 
by friends and relations, who shout and 
fire guns again and again. The various 
householders hasten forth to offer her a 
sieveful of beans, nuts or dried figs. Of 
these she takes a handful, which she 
kisses aud then replaces in the sieve. 
All the offerings are collected in sacks 
by the old women of the procession as 
contributions to the young people’s lar- 
der. 

At the bridegroom’s house the girl’s 
hands are washed with liquid butter. 
Then they give her some fresh eggs, 
which she breaks on the mule's head 
and. inside the unhappy animal’s ears, 
thereby, it is believed, counteracting 
any evil designs against her and her 
husband’s happiness. Before entering 
the house she drinks milk, fresh and 
sour, and also water, and scatters over 
her shoulder a handful of barley, wheat 
and salt for the good of the family. 

The husband then approaches her and 
fires a pistol above her head to signify 
that thenceforward he has the power of 
lifo and death over her. Not infrequent- 
ly he makes the symbol even more em- 
puuitic by firing into her headdress and 
setting her aflame. This done, little re- 
mains except for the youth to lift the 
lady in his arms aud carry her bodily 
into his house, —AN the Year Round.

ON REVACCINATION. 


WHY IT IS NECESSARY AND THE 
VALUE IT POSSESSES. 
| = : 
instances to Prove That Vaccina Sc sures 
Only Limited Immunity From Smallpox. 
French sentiment In Favor of Compulsory 
Vaccination Increasing. 


M. Schrevens of Tournay, in a recent 
report to the Academie de Medecine de 
Belgique. insists on the governmentjnak- 

| ing up its mind to bring before the legis- 
lature a law on obligatory vaccination. 
He shows that in spite of the creation by 
the state of an institute of vaccination 
the death rate of smallpox, after having 
decreased for a certain time, rose again 
in 1892 through carelessness and impru- 
dence. Children not vaccinated contin- 
ued to be received in the schools, he says; 
the rag trade is not watched in any way; 
the isolation of contagious diseases in the 
hospitals is not enforced; while work- 
men, boatmen, traveling showmen and 
country letter carriers scatter the germs 
of the disease right and left after being 
ill by resuming their occupations prema- 
turely. 

It is in vain, adds M. Schrevens, that 
the Belgium government founds its 
hopes on the regulations which the pro- 
vincial councils are elaborating concern- 
ing the general organization of vaccina- 
tion. Thelawis the only radical and cer- 
tain measure in such questions. 

I have taken g good deal of trouble to 
defend the idea advanced by this writer, 
and in a paper addressed to the Academie 
de Medecine de Paris I showed that a 
law making vaccination obligatory is 
impatiently awaited in France also, and 
would have a very direct relation to th 
national defense. 5 

While it is to be hoped that in case of 
another war we should not again see, as 
in 1870, 25,000 of our own people succumb 
to smallpox, as against 500 on the German 
| side, still there is in the scheme for 
mobilization an important category of 
soldiers piaced in the auxiliary services 
who, having never served before, may 
not have been vaccinated, and ron in 
this way the risk of becoming a danger 
| of contagion, 

The more one thinks on ‘this question 

| the less comprehensible becomes the hes- 

| itancy shown to give the strength*of a 

| law to an obligation demanded by public 

| opinion. I known quite well that there 
are more or less earnest adversaries of 
vaccination, and that various antivacci- 
nation leagues serve as a rallying point 
to those who londly claim the title of de- 
fenders of our liberties. But liberty is a 
term that mnst always be taken in a rel- 
ative manner, and the liberty to do one 
thing implies that something else is for- 
bidden and imposes on society the duty 
of preventing one of its members from 
becoming a danger tothe rest, What- 
ever may be said or done, it is inadmis- 
sible that any one should have the free- 
dom to damage a neighbor. 

The efficacy of vaccinition can no 
longer be doubted. Its value has been 
tested and consecrated by time and ex- 
perience, und it should be known every- 
where that it is by inoculating vaccina 
that we protect ourselves from smallpox 
and are rendered refractory to its action. 

I am quite aware that the following 
objection is often made, and that it is 
said that itis not true that vaccination 
prevents smallpox, and that cases are 
cited in which a person properly vacci- 
nated has taken smallpox. In spite of 
this-I maintain my affirmation and shall 
explain clearly, I hope, how a vaccinated 
person may take smallpox and even how 
sthallpox und vaccina can be seen going 
through their evolution together on the 
saime person. 

Take a child who has never been vac- 
cinated and inoculate him in six places 
—three on each arm. These will be fol- 
lowed by the appearance of six fine pus- 
tules, and it is quite possible that if a 
seventh and eighth inoculation had been 
made they would have been followed by 
a seventh or eighth pustule. 

What does this prove?- That satura- 
tion has possibly not been reached and 
that a certain amount of receptivity to 
the virus still remains. The immunity 
may be complete, but it may'also be only 
partial. Ifa man vaccinated six, seven, 
eight or ten years ago beinoculated with 
the same vaccinc matter used for the 
child and with the same care in six 
places, instead of six pustules, as in the 
former case, only one, two or three may 
form. Saturation is manifest in this in- 
stance, and his immunity is complete. 

With another patient revaccinated suc- 
cessfully three months, six months or a 
year ago, and with whom the number of 
pustules was less than the number of in- 
oculations made, however much care I 
may take in inoculating him again, I 
shall fail altogether. In this case satu- 
ration is complete and immunity against 
smallpox absolute. 

Observation has proved the legitimacy 
of the comparison between the virus of 
vaccinaand the virus of smallpox, which, 
acting as two reagents of the same fam- 
ily, may replace or complete each other. 
If I represent by 10 the maximum re- 
ceptive power of a person for smallpox, 
I am able by inoculating vaccina to com- 
pletely annihilate its power by conferring 
an immunity of 10, or I candoso incom- 
pletely by an immunity of nine, eight, 
seven, etc., by making an insufficient 
number of inoculations. 

It is easy to understand that a recep- 
tive power of 10 defended by an immuni- 
ty of seven, for instance, leaves a recep- 
tive power of three for smallpox. This 
is how smallpox may break ont on a vac- 
cinated person, and this is also why small- 
pox and vaccina may go through their 
svolution to;ether, but in such cases the 
smallpox will be always hght and mild. 

The question of quantity must there- 
fore be taken into account m conferring 
immunity against smallpox, especially as 
this immunity lessens with time in areg- 
ularly progressive manner. : 

The conclasion is that vaccina™ is the 
preservative against smallpox, bug since 
the immunity conferred may ohly be 
partial und decrease with timeit is well 
to be revaccinated periodically every six 
or eight years, and again, as a matter of 
precaution. whenever there is an ont- 
break of smallpox.—Paris Herald.

Asa general rule unscientific opin?@ms 
on a scientific subject are of but little 
value to the student and the investiga- 
tor.

The notion, if no- 
tion it be, that the hair occasionally 
raises aud lifts the hat is of extreme am- 
tiquity. In the oldest book in the Bible 
(Job iv, 14-15) I find the following: 
“Fear came upon me and trembling, 
which made all my bones to shake. Then 
a spirit passed before my face. The hair 
of my flesh stood up." 

Do you remember what Virgil says 
about his hero in the celebrated vox fau- 
cibus hoeset passage? I read from Con- 
ington's translation: 

While thus in agony I pressed 

From house to house the endless quest, 

The pale, sanl specter of my wife 

Confronts me larger than in life. 

I stood appalled, my hair erect, 

And fear my tongue tied utterances 
checked. 

Macbeth relates his experience as fol- 
lows:

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A Social Glimpse of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone, 


Four of the dinner guests wore elegant 
toilettes of velvet, brocade, and satin, 
cut decollette, and resplendent with dia- 
monds and other ornaments. Their 
heavy robes trailed across the soft car- 
pet and added to the richness of the 
drawing room: In the midst of all this 
splendor wasa quaint figure of an old 
lady ina sober black gown and bonnet. 
She looked as if she had stepped out of 
a Dickens novel, for her whole attire es- 
pecially the large bonnet coming over 
her ears,was old-fashioned.“ Who is she?” 
“Why does she wear street costume at 
a dinner party?” And, “Oh, why the 
bonnet?” These were natural ques- 
tions among the Americans, to be fol- 
lowed by greater surprises at the infor- 
mation that the old lady was none oth- 
er than Mrs. Gladstone, mistress of Ha- 
warden. 

It seemed quite in harmony with her 
costume that Mrs. Gladstone should sa- 
lutethe new guess with a prim little 
courtesy. Hardly were the responses 
made when a group of men in evening 
dress appeared in the doorway. There 
were tall and distinguished men in the 
company, a diplomat, a multi-million- 
aire, a noted politician, a great financier; 
but all made for an old gentleman with 

bowed shculders and white hair. In a 
moment the hostess came forward fand 
greeted the leader io a clear voice—"Mr. 
Gladstone.” 

Tt was difficult to realize that we were 
looking upon one of the greatest person- 
ages of the nineteenth century. At first 
glance Mr. Gladstone appeared like a 
man of about eighty three or eighty-four 
years of age, nervous, energetic, and 
courteous. But a closer observation en- 
larged the comprehension of his nature. 
His features are familliar though count- 
less portraits and caricatures, but no 
print can give the fascination fof those 
bright dark eyes, the brilliant indices 
of that inttellectual activity which has 
carried him into many fields 
of study, and which bas given him ca- 
pacity for the labor of a political career 
of over fifty years. 


Imagining Pain. 


“The pain experienced in a snrgical 
operation is largely in the imagination 
of the patient,” remarked Dr. W., C 
Tonsl«y ot Kansas City, to a St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat man. “I once had oc- 
casion to perfurm an operation on a man 
where it became necessary for me tu use 
the knife twice. After the first part of 
the operation was over the man declar- 
ed he could not stand any more, as the 
pain was more than he could bear. Con- 
vinced that the anffering was more im- 
aginary than real, I resorted to this 
ruse. I called in my assistant and told 
him to tie a bandage over the man’s 
eyes, which I said was saturated with a 
soothing lotion which would allay the 
pains. I then told my assistant to grasp 
the man’s hands and hold them firmly. 
Then I told the patient to lie perfectly 
still and when I said ‘Ready!’ to pre- 
pare himself for ths ordeal. I then went 
to work and in a short time finished the 
operation, the man remained perfectly 
quiet all the time. After the opera- 
tion was complete I called out ‘Ready!’ 
at the same time barely tonching the 
wound with the handle of the knife. 
The man let ont such æ roar as J never 
beard before, and declared that I was 
killing him, struggling with might and 
main to get free. When told that the 
operation had been finished withont 
his realizing it, he would scarcely be- 
lieve it. 


Individus! Communion Cups. 

Scientists have for a long time been 
advocating and instructing the church 
that some reform was needed in the ad- 
ministration of the sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper. They hold that there is 
danger in the use of a single communion 
cap passed from mouth to month 
through a congregation of varying 
healths. 

There seems to be no doubt that there 
is danger in the method used, yet the 
reform suggested is not being so very 
freely adopted. 

Fastidious persons have refused to 
drink from cups placed at public foun- 
tains and water coolers,and have allowed 
their thirst to be unqnenched until they 
could find a cup less frequently used by 
all types of people. In refraining from 
the use of the latter they do a wise thing 
though the drinking from the same com- 
munion cup is nearly ss dangerous. 

There will not be so many at the com- 
munion table to touch the cup with their 
lips, but when it is first filled with the 
wine it is never rinsed or its rim wiped 
untilempty. At a fountain every one 
uses a free supply of water in washing 
the cup before drinking its contents. 

The reform generally suggested is that 
of an individual cup foreach communi- 
cant. The first impression would cause 
many to disapprove the method, as in 
large churches there would neccessarily 
be so many cups as to canse considerable 
trouble, but with the innovation there 
wouldibe many suggestions made on 
this subject that would make the 
handling of the cups very easy. 

Icdividusl communion cups were first 
adopted by a Baptist church at Roches- 
ter, N. Y. The method met with gener- 
al approval among the members and a 
Presbyterian church in the same city 
followed the example. The matter 
created a great stir among religious cir- 
cles, and so strong is the local sentiment 
against the old method that it is predict- 
ed all the Protestant churches in that 
city will adopt individual cups.

Maryland Malitia Ordered to Arms, and 


to the Scene of tho Distarbance. 


Goyernor Brown Tuesday morning re- 
ceived telegrams from State’s Attorney 
Sloan and Sheriff King, of Allegany coun- 
ty, asking that the militia be ardered out, 
as the trouble in the mining regions had 
assumed a phase beyond the control of 
the county authorities, The Governor at 
once ordered the Fourth and Fifth Regi- 
ments to assemble. 

Early Tuesday morning the strikers 
about 500 in number, made a descent up- 
onthe Hoffman mines, in the George 
Creek region, near Frostburg, and drove 
the men at work out. The workmen at 
first were disposed to offer resistance, but 
seeing that they were outnumbered they 
quietly withdrew. The mob jeered them 
but refrained from attackingthem,threat- 
ening, however, that if they returned to 
work while the strike continued they 
would fare badly. 

The mob tben marched to the other 
mines of the consolidation Coal Com- 


pany and made a demand upon the min- 
ers to quit work. The demand was 


promptly refused and the striker began 
preparations to enforce it. 

Matters were assuminga serious nature 
when the soldier boys arrived. 

The presence of the two regiments of 
the Maryland National Guards, number- 
ing over a thousand men, has had a dis- 
quieting effect upon the strikers. 

For the first time they fear the advent 
of new men to take their places in the 
mines. = 

It is believed now that it is a question 
of only a little time before the sober sec- 
ond thought will prevail and ‘that the 
rush for work will begin. 

The Maryland coal region lies in the 
valley of Georges creek, Allegany county, 
extending from Frostburg some 12 or 14 
miles in a southwest direction to the 
mouth of the creek at Westermport, on 
the Potomac river, opposite Piedmont. 
The valley thickly populated. In it are 
many towns, the largest being Longcon- 
ing. Others are Pompey Swash, Barton 
and Westernport. 

The shape of the George’s creek basin 
is compared to that of a canoe, the bow 
at Frostburg and the stern at Western- 
port. The western side is the Great Sav- 
age mountain, and Dan’s mountain isthe 
other side. Underlying the sides and bot- 
tom of the basin are various coal meas- 
ures in layers like a jelly cake, and ex- 
tending down hundreds of feet below the 
surface. The “Big Vein” comes nearest 
the surface. It underlies the bottom as 
well as the sides of the upper part of the 
basin, but lower down it has beén wash- 
ed out of the bottom and is only on the 
sides. The vein is 12 to 18 feet in thick- 
ness and furnishes what is known as 
Georges Creek or Cumberland coal. 
This coal has the reputation of being the 
best-known steam coal. The lower and 
smaller veins are not worked, and prob- 
ably will not be until the big vein is ex- 
hausted, as the quality is inferiorand the 
mining would be fuch more expensive. 

The present strike in the Cumberland 
coal region is the first one that has been 
inaugurated since March 8, 1886. The 
cause of the strike in 1886 was the reduc-

MAKE YOUR OWN SNOW. } 


Its Curious Formation In the Full Rays of 
a July San. 

Two solid bodies, one yellow, sulphur, 
the other black, carbon, unite under cer- 
tain circumstances to form a colorless 
liquid called sulphide of carbon, which 
must be handled with much precaution 
on acconnt of its great explosive prop- 
erty. The soluble property of sulphide 
of carbon renders it valuable to take 
spots off of garments. If its odor is 
more disagrecable than that of benzine 
or turpentine, it has at least the advan- 
tage of being dispelled quickly in conse- 
quence of the prompt evaporation of the 
liquid. There is nothing equal to it to 
take off spots of paint on clothes. It 
does not do it, however, without creat- 
ing great fear in persons who use it for 
the first time, for they see on the very 
place where, to their great pleasure, the 
paint had disappeared a large white 
spot, the nature of which is hard for 
them to define, and the more they brush 
the more unsightly and the larger that 
white spot grows. Is them the garment 
lost? No, for fortunately’ after a few 
moments the spot melts away never to 
show again. It was snow and nothing 
more. Thesulphide of carbon in evapo- 
rating takes heat from the cloth and 
surrounding nir, and the result of that 
is asudden lowering of temperature suf- 
ficient to freeze the vapor of the atmos- 
phere. 

Without operating on yor clothes 
you may make the experiment in the 


-following way: Fill a small vial with 


sulphide of carbon, taking great care to 
do it far from all flame or heated stove. 
Then close the bottle with a cork stopper 
through which you have previously bored 
a small hole. In this hole place a piece 
of blotting paper made up into a small 
roll. The paper must reach to the bot- 
tom of the bortle and about an inch 
above the cork. Within 15 mimntes you 
will see the ontside of this paper cover- 
ed with snow, the quantity of which 
gradually increases. The liquid has risen 
through the pores of the paper as the oil 
of a lamp through the wick. When it 
gcts to the open air, it evaporates, and 
the water contained in the surrounding 
atmosphere, being brought to a temper- 
ature below 32 degrees, has been frozen. 
If you divide the paper outside of the 
bottle into several pieces, you obtain 
flowers and most charming effects. You 
may make the experiment in summer 
and in the full rays of the san. The re- 
sult will be obtained then more prompt- 
ly, evaporation being more abundant. — 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Moths. 

Dr. Aldricks of Kentucky is an en- 
thusiastic entomologist. When asked 
fcr some irformation on the:subject ke 
has made a specialty.of, he said: ‘‘To 
study the habits of the moth family you 
must live and grow up with them. The 
finest varictics fly by night, and it is 
with some difficulty that they are cap- 
tured. The nsual way is to go ont with 
a hand net and a pot of ‘stale beer, 
sweetened with a quantity.of molasses 
or sugar. A dash of this mixture on 
the bark of the tree, whore leaves the 
moths feed upon, is the bait whieh lures 
them todeath. As svon as they light the 
nct is sprung over them;.2nd later on 
they are asphyxiated by being dropped 
in an etherized jar, after which they are 
carefully mounted and Jabeled. I have 
a house built especially for their prop- 
agation and filled with leaves of their 
favorite trec. With the caterpillars 
crawling to the right and left of me I 
spend many » night watching their hab- 
its from a rude cotin one corncr of the 
building. It is qzite a profitable busi- 
ness, besides being nnnsnilly instruct- 
ive. Some of the large:t varicties are 
the size of a humming bird, and the 
rarest kinds, when properly mounted, 
easily bring $25. The Smithsonian in- 
stitution at Washington before the fire 
of several years ago, had one of the 
finest entomological collections in the 
world. "—Philadelphia Press. 

The Color of Animals,

ån Englishman Tells About the Careful 
Gardening In His Native Land. 

Lewis Rose, a practical gardener, 
sam to this country 10 years ago from 
England, where hu wasa farmer, and 
ae trims and coute uccording to English 
rules. Speaking of this country, he said: 

You Americans do not know what 
zood lawns are, In England the houses 
of the gertry are surrounded by acrcs 
of green sward that looks just like vel- 
vet, They mow the grass with n ma- 
chine every week, and after tha mower 
somes a heavy stone roller tbat ro!is it 
down as flat as a piewmef paper. It is 


jast as smooth as that table cover there 


stretched over the table. The roller ig 
to press down and heal any little break 
or tear in the turf made br the machine. 
If you break the turf anywhere, it 18 
jost like breaking your skin. Yoa 
wust fix it directly, or there will be a 
sore place on the lawn. Even if it gets 
well there will always be a scar there 
npless you mend it curetully. You 
should see the English lawns after a 
thower! The greea is beantifol, and 
every blade of grass stands up straight, 
but all the little blades are of exactly 
the same length. and they look soft and 
level, ‘The perfume of the new grass 
is deligbtfal. They bave windows gen- 
erally that come dowr to the Coor, and 
on the walls outside the bouse are 
climbing rose bushes all in bloom. The 
combined odor of roses and new mown 
grass is very pleasznt. 

Yon have to go at a lawn as if it 
were a piece of embroidery you were 
at work on. First yon must have n good 
rich, decaying mold for the gruzss-to 
live on. You cannot make gruss grow 
Then asthe gruss comes up 
you must yo over it step by step and 
dig ont all the coarse grass and weeds 
aud be snre to mend each plaice after 
digging up the routs. Thien you will be- 
gin te tind patches where no grass ap- 
pears. You want to have vrussa seed 
handy and sow these places with it.

A Workman’s Time Checker. 

An English time cheek bas been de- 
signed for use in factories apd work- 
shops for keeping a register of the time 
of the workmen. lts inventor claims 
that it is the only apparatus ot the kind 
actuated and controlled by electricity. 
It contains no special clockwork and no 
complicated parts und requires no fix- 
ing. As many checks can be fitted to 
one clock na may be desired, and any 
ordinary clock can he adapted for the 
purpose. Each mun 15 provided with 
checks, One of which be drops into the 
slot of the apparatus on entering the 
building. The checks ure subsequently 
removed, and atter their nnmbers have 
been registered placed on a board ready 
for the men to tuké when next leaving 
work. Any number of slots can be pro- 
vided, but as n rule two ouly, marked 
respectively “early” and **late,"? are re- 
quired. When the time for beginning 
work has gone by, the ‘early’ slct is 
closed by an electrical attachment, 
and the ‘late’ slot is opened. Before 
the next spell of work commences the 
“Jate” slot is closed, and the “early” 
slot is made ready to receive the checks 
of the workmen. —Exchanze.

A Poisonous Monarch, | 

Amonarch among poisonons snakes is 
the enormous hamadryad, which grows 
to be as much as 14 fect in length and 
is so fierce that it will sometimes attack 
and eyen chase any one who ventures 
near to its nest. Native snake charmers, 
who will handle the fiercest cobras fear- 
lessly; are usually loath to touch a ha- 
madryad, though I have occasionally 
seen a large specimen of this venomous 
reptile in their bags. It laysits eggs in 
a heap of decaying leaves, which it col- 
lects for the purpose, and ‘sits upon the 
top to keep off intruders. A road through 
the jungle will sometimes be closed 
against all comers by a pair of these 
snakes, and woe betide the unfortunate 
traveler who stumbles unawares upon 
the nest. The hamadryad feeds largely 
upon other snakes, but it is fortunately 
somewhat rare. Curiously enough, it is 
not always aggressive. Indeed it some- 
times happens that it is quite unwilling 
to strike. Superficially it is not untike 
a harmless rock snake, and not very 
long ago in Burmah a man brought one 
in from the jungle and kept it loose in 
his house for some days under the im- 


| pression that it was one of these crea- 


tures. During the whole of its captivity 
it never attempted to bite any one, and 
its captor, who had been familiarly pull- 
ing it about by the tail, was only ap- 
prised of his mistake by a forest officer 
who happened toturn up and who knew 
a good deal abont snakes. It is easy to 
imagine the haste with which the ama- 
teur snake charmer proceeded to dispose 
of his captive.

MOST OF THEM IN EUROPE OR ON 
ISLANDS OF THE SEA. 


The Smallest In Area Is Little More Than 
a Square Mile, and the Smallest In Popu- 
lation Numbers Fifty-fire Souls—Simple 
Forms of Government, 


When a person speaks of small repub- 
lics, he is supposed to mean those of 
Sonth America and Europe, which are 
marked on every map and described in 
every cyclopedia printed since they have 
become republics. The fact is, the world 
is spotted with small republics that are 
never heard of, some so small that they 
seem more like needle points than pin- 
heads. A few of them are known to the 
most learned teachers of geography, but 
the majority of them would sct the most 
of these teachers a task which would re- 
quire more than a single day’s research. 
These little republics are found om is- 
lands so diminutive that they are mark- 
ed only on navigators’ charts and again 
between and in the center of kingdoms. 
In area they run from lcss than a square 
mile up toabout 100. In population they 
run from 55 people up to but little more 
than that many hundreds. They are all 
republics in that they are governe by 
the people, but their plans of government 
show a great many noveltics. 

To Tavolara may be accorded the dis- 
tinction of being the smallest republic 
in point of population on the face of the 
globe. It is situated on an island abovt 
five miles long by five-eighths of a mile 
in width 13 miles off the northeast coast: 
of Sardinia. Its population numbers 
about 55 people. The principal occupa- 
tion of the inhabitants is fishing, the 
land being tilled only enough to supply 
the needs of the islanders. The posses- 
sion and absolute sovereignty of the is- 
land of Tavolara was formally granted 
by King Charles Albert of Sardinia to 
the Bartoleoni family in 1836, and for 
more than half a ceutury Paul I, king 
of Tayolara, reigned over it in peace. 

On the 30th of May, 1882, King Paul 
died of heart disease, sitting in-his chair, 
like the Emperor Vespasian, vainly en- 
deavoring to write a will. His last words 
were a request that none of his relatives 
should succeed him on the throne-of the 
island and that its inhabitants be allow- 
ed to govern themselves None of the 
relatives ever filed a claim, and on 
March 27, 1886, the islanders held a 
mass meeting and decided to establish a 
republic. The matter was a simple ane 
for them. A constitution was drawn up, 
which gives, by the way, equal suffrage 
to women and also provides for the elec- 
tion of a president every six years. The 
president receives no salary and is.ad- 
vised by a council of six, the membersof 
which are elected by the people. There 
is no pay and no perquisites attached to 
any of the offices. The independence of 
Tavolara was formally recognized by 
Italy in 1887, but there is nothing on 
the records which shows any other coun- 
try haying taken notice of it. 

If we were judging the countries by 
their area, then to Gonst must be award- 
ed the honors. But while its area is not 
one-third as great as that of Tavolara 
its population is over twice as much, the 
total nm=rber of inhabitants being about 
130. Goust is situated on the flat top of 
a mountain in the Lower Pyrennes sud 
occupies an area of but a fractionovera 
mile Tho republic has existed since 
1648 and is recognized as an independent 
state by both France and Spain. - The 
government is vested in a council con- 
sisting of 12 members, who serve seven 


years 

This council elects from its number 
one who discharges the duties of chief 
executive. He acts as tux collector, as- 
sessor, judge, etc., but from all his atts 
there is au appeal to the bishop of La- 
runs in the valley below. Other than 
these there are no officers, not even 
aclergyman. Neither is there a ceme- 
tery or any public iustitution whatever. 
The pas; which leads to the adjacent 
Spanish parish of Laruns is so steep, that 
the carrying of heavy burdens is an im- 
possibility. The inhabitants of this tiny 
mountain republic have built a chute, 
therefore, down which thoy slide heary 
articles and the bodies of thcir dead to 
the cemetery far below.

valley. Since the scventeenth century 
the population has varied but little, am- 
bition and a desire to see the world call- 
ing the more venturesome from this re- 
public in the clouds.

CHINA’S GREAT IMPERIAL SEAL ` 


| How Anam Under French Protection 
stroyed Her Badge of Servitade. 

Among the many unique curiosities 
in M. Jules Patenotre’s collection at the 
French legation at Washington is an 
imprint of the great Chinese imperial 
sea]. The loss of the original dic which 
the imprint represents was one of the 
greatest disappointments in the career 
of this clever diplomat. He wanted it 
for his collection, but the orientals were 
a little too many for him that time, and 
this is how it happened: 

The French had been carrying ou the 
war in Tonquin during the early part of 
1884 and | finally succceded in forcing 
China to surrender her claim of suze- 
rainty over the empire of Anam in fa- 
vor of a French protectorate. All the 
state documents of the Annamite up to 
this period had not only borne the na- 
tional seal, but likewise the imperial 
seal of China, as a mark of vassalage. 
When, on June 6, 1884, however, Pate- 
notre obtained the signature to the 
treaty giving Anam over to the protec- 
tion of France, the great Chinese seal 
was brought before the convention of 
Anannite statesmen and French officers 
and diplomats. M. Patenotre in his re- 
port to the home office described the 
scene as follows: 

“Wg took ont seats about a large ta- 
ble in the) parlor of the French resi- 
dence. There were naval officers from 
Admiral Courbet’s fleet and several offi- 
cers from the French garrison at Hue. 
The great was laid upon the table. 
It was 5 inches square and made of sol- 
id silver, weighing about 13 pounds 
The handle represented a camel kneel- 
ing. 

“The Anamite prime minister made 
a number of impressions from the seal, 
and while this was done servants were 
preparing asmal) charcoal furnace at 
one end of the room. The Anamites 
were preparing to destroy the seal. 1l 
leaned over to the prime minister and 
told him that it was not yet too late to 
save this interesting relic, and I begged 
him not to contign it to the crucible 
He hesitated a moment and then held 
a brief consultation with Nguyen-Van- 
Tuong, the regent. The latter shook his 
bead and said that the last token of An- 
am’s servitude must be destroyed. 
Five minutes later the great seal was 
nothing but a mass of molten silver.*’ 

And that is why there is only an im- 
print of the seal in the French embas- 
sador’s collection instead of the heavy 
silver, camel handled die.—New York 
Sun.

HOW FAR IS THE SUN 
NEW LIGHT WHICH HASBEEN THROWN 

ON THE PROBLEM. 
| Results of Obsersations za TR Coast 
Survey at the Sandwich Islands—The Dis- 
tance to the Sun Is Something, Like Nine- 
ty-five Million Miles, More or Less. 


A little new light has recently been 
thrown on the problem of the distance 
of thé sun. This is the great yardstick 
of astronomy. For more than a century 
every eiYor€ has been made| to ascertain 
the distance as accurately as possible. 
Mcthdds direct and indire¢t have been 
employed. Considering the fact that the 
tmowledge thus sednlously |pursned can 
serve ho utilitarian purpose, the gener- 
ms expenditure in the pursuit does 
crorLit | to the intellectual akpirations of 
the human race. From the time of Cap- 
tain Cook's expedifion to the Society is- 
lands to observe the transit/of Venus in 
1769 gntil the present day millions of 
dollars have beeu spent in this effort to 
drop a sounding line to the isun. 

Copéruicus believed that the sun Was 
not more than 5,000,000 miles away. 
There | were philosophers | before the 
Christian era who knew as much as 
that. For several years past we have 
been assured that the distance could not 
be far from 92,800,000 miles. But al- 
most a\centuzy ago Laplace assumed a 
parallax for the sun which gave almost 
exactly that distance. Sinee his time 
various astronomers have attacked the 
problem, and théir results have varied 
from 91,000,000 to 95,250,000 miles, 
| the difference between these extreme es- 
| timates being nearly as great as the en- 

tire distance was believed to be by the 
| founders of astronomy. 
| “Yet these facts carry no challenge to 
the soundness of modern astronomical 
methods or the substantial correctness of 
the results attained by them. The dis- 
tance of the sun is not yet known with 
absolute accuracy, for the shme reason 
that the height of Mount St. Elias or of 
| Monnt Everest has not yet been exactly 
ascertained. But the limits of error are 
| known, and in the future we shall not 
| see estimates of the snn’s distance vary- 
| ing by millions ofaniles. If a series of 
wires should be cat, each agreeing in 
length with one of the recent measures 
of the sblar parallax, and all fhonld then 
be stretched from the earth toward the 
| Suu, every one of them would end in the 
| sun, though none might stop precisely 
| at its center. 
| As to|the recent light upon this prob- 
lem, it is furnished by the results of ob- 
servations by the United States coast sur- 
vey at the Sandwich Islands to deter- 
mine the constant of aberration of the 
stars. By this is meant the amount of 
displacement that the stars undergo in 
consequence of the fact that we are jook- 
ing at them from a globe which is not 
| standing still, but is moving in nn orbit 
around the sun at the rate of about 184 
| miles inja second. Light travels 186,- 
| 880 milds in a second. , The fatio of the 
| velocity of the flying carth| to that of 
| light mcasures the displacement in the 
position of the stars that is called their 
| aberration. But, manifestly, if we can 
learn preciscly how far the earth travels 
ina second, we shall know just how 
| longitsorbitis. We know that the earth 
takes oné year, or, more exactly, 31,538,-

less than this, while that cplenlated 
from the transit of 1852 was abont ? 

000 miles greater. But Laplece’s vi.ie 
of the solar parallax, adopted by him in 
1799, gives a distauce diifering by culy 
80,000 or 20,000 miles from that shown 
by the calculation’ based on the new 
constant of aberration.

Count Tolstoi Tuthks That Things Are Het- 
ter In America Than Elsewhere. 

In the London Standard is given an 
admirable account of an interesting in- 
terview whicira Russian journalist has 
had with Count Leo Tolstoi. 

The journalist Lad beforehand ap- 
prise? the count of his intention and 
stated that the theme of conversation 
he wished tostart would be ‘‘the vicious 
tendency of society,’’ or briefly, ‘‘inbred 
sin,’’ and the count consented to give 
his ideas on the subject as follows: 
“Suppose for a momeut,’ said he, 
“that six tigers had been brought in a 
solid iron cage to some menagerie in 
the government of Tula. Go on to sup- 
pose that the beasts had broken loose 
and spread over the plains and forests, 
attacking the inhabitants. Naturally, 
if these six tigers were killed or caught 
and shut up again in their cages, the 
mischief wonld be atan end. Some peo- 
ple seem to think that the case of vi- 
cious men is similar, in which they are 
altogether mistaken. Vitiated human 
beings are not tigers in Tula, but wolves 
—wolyes which regularly breed there 
and have done so for generations, and 
which it is absolutely impossible to ex- 
terminate. *’ 

‘You propose, then, count”’ 

“I declare that if I find that in my 
own house fleas are breeding it would 
be strange for me to try and catch these 
insects one by one.

THE PLANET URANUS. 


Some Interesting Things a Voyage to the 
Gigantic World Would Disclose. 

If Uranus, which is a star of abont 
the sixth magnitude, were a planet like 
those little ones called asteroids, which 
are being discovered by the dozen every 
year, it could not have much claim upon 
popular attention. But Uranus is really 
a gigantic world, more than 60 times 
as largo as ours. Its vast distance, now 
about 1,700,000,000 miles’ from the 


earth, is what causes it to look so small. | 


Uranus has four moons, which revolve 
backward in their orbits—that is to say, 
they revolve from east to west around 
Uranus, while Uranus goes, like all the 
other planets, from west to east around 
the sun. It is believed that Uranus ro- 
tates backwerd on its axis also. More 

over, the axis of that great, strange 
globe lies iu sucha direction that in 
the course of its year, which is equal to 
84 of onr years, the sun shines almost 
perpendicularly first npon one pole and 
then upon the other. Measured by our 
time standard, there are 40 years of con- 
stant daylight, followed by 40 years of 
unbroken night, around the poles of 
Uranus. And the snn rises in the west 
and sets in the cast therc. But the sun 
looks very small when viewed from 
Uranus—only one four-hundredth as 
large as it appears to us, Still it sheds 
upon that planet 1,500 times as much 
light as the full moon sends to the 
earth, so that daylight upon Uranns, 
while faint compared with the blaze of 
a terrestrial noonday, is nevertheless a 
very respectable kind of illumination. 

It is a pity that the telescope is able 
to show us very little of the detail of 
the surface of Uranus. Some faint bands 
or belts, just visible with the most pow- 
erful -instrnments, are all that can be 
made ont. If we could visit Uranns, we 
should probably be greatly surprised, if 
not greatly disappointed. Its average 
density is but a triflo ın excess of that 
of water, and of course its surface den- 
sity is far less. 

A voyager from the earth landing on 
Uranus would probably sink almost as 
rapidly as if he had leaped upon -one 
of those round white thunderclonds 
which, piled high in air, look so solid 
and snowy cool on a Jnly afternoon. He 
could no more walk on the surface of 
that world than he could walk on water. 

It has generally been assumed that 
the meaning of the slight density of 
Uranus is that that planet is still ina 
vaporous or liquid condition and ex- 
ceedingly hot perhaps. If so, it may in 
the course of future ages contract and 
condense and cool until it comes into a 
condition resembling the earth’s. Will 
vital forces then become active upon it 
and produce a long succession of living 
species, brightening its dim ‘daylight 
with the color of flowers and the cease- 
less activity of animate existencc? It is 
not likely that man will ever be able to 
answer that qnestion, but who that 
looks upon Uranus keeping step with

Birch Bark Shoes. 

Shoes and other articles besides bas- 
kets and cabinets are manufactured from 
birch bark by the Russian peasantry.

Practical Immigration. 


“The Southest Peninsula of Maryland, 
or Eastern Shore As a Place of Settle- 
ment for German Farmers,’, is the title 
ofs German pamphlet just published by 
Rev. N. Burkart,of Baltimore, founder 
oftwo farmer colonies from Kansas in 
Dorchester county, Md. After describ- 
ing the special attractions and sdvantag- 
es offered, the writer givesa sbort his- 
tory of the German colonies on the Nan- 
ticoke River, where 50 families have 
settled since the fall of 1893. In Septem- 
ber of that year Rev. N. Burkart pur- 
chased a farm of 1.000 acres, with two 
dwellings and-orchards, for $9,000. On 
this estate, which for 250 years has been 
under cultivation, 40 elaves were em- 
ployed at the outbreak of the Civil War. 
There are now a large number of Ger- 
man households settled there. Other 
Germans haye since bought 222 acres for 
$1,000, a farm of 370 acres for $1,000, and, 
again, 532 acres for $4,500. Three far- 
mere acquired 7000 acres for $4.500, 
Three farmers from Minnesota last week 
made a tour of inspection on the Eastern 
Shore in the company-of Rev. Mr. Burk- 

_ art, with the intention of purchasing 
lands in the neighborhood of the Nanti- 
coke settlement. Several families from 
Fairbolt, Ill., during August, will occupy 
territories purcbased bythem in Mary- 
land, after selling their farms in the 
West.—Atlanta Constitution.

Cambridge, Md., June 11.—much in- 
terest is now being manifested in the 
question of who shall succeed James H.

Bose Rent Day at Manheim. 


Lancaster, Pa., June 10.—The “Feast 
of Roses,” one of the most beautifol of 
the ceremonies observed in this region 
of quaint religious sects, was celebrated 
today at the church at Manheim, a pret- 
ty agricultural village of this county. 
One bundred and twenty years ago, 
when Lancaster county was more like- 
ly akin to a wilderness than to the gar- 
den spot’ which now makes it famous 
in agriculturial Pennsyvania, the strug- 
gling religions workers at Manheim be- 
gan a movement towanl erecting a per- 
manent place of worship. The ground 
forthe church was donated by Baron 
Stiegel, a large land owner in the vicini- 
ty’ The gift was not outright, but was 
coupled with a poetic sentiment express- 
ed in the deed that the consideration of 
the transfer was an annual rental to con- 
sist of one red rose. Ever since that 
time the red rose has been paid, and 
gradually rent day has developed into 
a festival at rose time. The blossoms 
are now in the full perfection of their 
bloom, and today the venerable church 
was transformed into a bower of gor- 
geous beauty. All morning the people 
of the surrounding country came in 
wagons and on foot, with their contribu- 
tions of blossoms. The ceremonies 
consisted ofa literary compliance with 
the requirementa of the terms of the 
original deed. The oration was deliver- 
ed by Attorney General Hesel, of Penn- 
sylvania.

PLANT AN ORCHARD, 


Tbe following six reasons were recent- 
ly given at a farmers meeting in Penn- 


sylvania for planting an orchard, and | 


they are exctilent: 

1. Would you leave an inheritance to 
your children? Plant an orchard. No 
other investment of money and labor 
will, iu the long run, pay as well. 

2. Would you make home pleasant, 
the abode of the social virtues? Plant | 
an orchard. Nothing better promotes 
among neighbors a feeling of kindness 
and good will than a treat of good fruit, 
often repeated. 

3. Would you remove from your ehil- 
dren the strongest temptations to pilfer? 
Plant an orchard. Jf children cannot 
obtain fruit at home they are very apt to 
take it, and when they have learned to 
take fronit, they are in a fair way to lesara 
to appropriate otber thingr. 

4. Wonkd you cultivate a cosstant 
feeling of thenkfalness towards theGreat 
Giver of all good? Plant an orchard. 
By baving constantly before you one of 
the greatest blesses given to man, you 
most be bardened, iadeed,if you are not 
influenced by a spirit of huwility and 
thankfulness. 

5. Would you have your children lore 
their home and respect their parents 
while living, and venerate theiy memo- 
ry when dead, in all their wanderings 
look back upon the home of their youth 
as x sacred spot, an oasis in the great 
wilderneess of the world? Then plant 
an orcbard. 

6. In short if you wish to avail your- 
self of the blessings of a bountiful Provi- 
denee, which are within your reach, you 
must plant an orchard, and when you 
do plant one, see that you do plant good 
select fruit. 

If you have but -ew acres, plant’ five 
or six Astrachan, six Baldwin, three 
Smokehouse and three Oldenburg apple 
trees. If you want pears plant a dozen 
Bartlett, the same number of Kieffer, 
half dozen Sickle, half dozen Manning's 
Elizabeth, the same number of Urban- 
iste and three of Sheldon and Lawrence. 
Of cherries plant black Tartarian and 
early Richmond. Of quinces, the Cham- 
pion will suit mostsoils. Of peaches, 
plant what varieties snit best in your 
neighborhood. 


THE GRAIN OF FINE BUTTER. 
There is no part of the process involv- 
ed in making an extra quality of butter 
that is of equal importance with proper- 
ly working it. That the buttermilk and 
water must be taken ont of it, and the 
salt put into it, are matters of necessity, 
and the man who can invent some cheap 
method by which this can be done with- 
out working the butter will be the dairy- 
man’s benefactor. To make fine bntter 
we most retain the grain in it, while all 
working, much or little, tends to destroy 
this grain, according to the American 
Agriculturist. 

The modern plan of working butter 
is to do away with working it as much 
as possible, and do that little as lightly 
as can be, and at the same time expel 
all the milk and water and introducethe 
salt. Todothis stop the churn when 
the butter granulesare very fine, draw 
the buttermilk and introduce water at a 
temperature near 55 degrees F., which 
hardens the butter, and when the water 
runs clear introduce the salt, mixing it 
well with the hard granules of butter to 
a table and press into shape for market. 
This will need no second working to re- 
move mottled appearance. 

Do not expect to succeed perfectly 
witb the Srst trial, but a little experien- 
ce will soon teach how to overcome 
the difficulties. It is well at first 
to wash the botter in the churn 
with a strong brine, instead of clear 
water, until moreskill is attained by 
practice. 


REMOVING APPLE TREE SUCKERS, 

In neglected orchards suckers spring 
up around the trunks of the tree 
below or at the surfage pisie. ground, so 
says thebbiteiphia Press. At times 

hey are cut off with an ax or knife, but 
this is not permanent, as it leaves alittle 
stump, from which a new supply is sent 
‘forth the following year. The better 
way is when the trees are in full leaf to 
grasp each sprout. separately, bend it 
over at an ahgle of forty-fiye degrees 
from the tree and sprout. When thus 
removed they are not liable to sprout 
again. If they should, the growth will 
be feeble and easily removed the first 
year.

Deafness Cannot be Cured 


THE SOMERSET PRISONERS. 
Taken From Princess Anze te Salisbury 
and then on to Baltimore. 


The eleven Golored men who are 
charged with being implicated in the 
murder of Constable Carver in Somer- 
set county last Wednesday night, an ac- 
count of which was published in last 
week's Apverriser, were taken to Balti- 
more Saturday and placed in the city 
jail. 

The men are Geo. Parker,Geo. Brown, 
Geo. Holden, Alfred Conquest, John 
Hall, John Handy, Geo. Hammond, El- 
mer Cooper, Thos. Smith, Leonard Con- 
quest and Jobn Williams. 

They were placed two in a cell on 
murderer’s row, with the exception of 
John Handy, who is regarded as one of 
the ringleaders, and for that reason he 
was placed in separate confinement. 

After the lynching of Issac Kemp in 
the jail at Princess Anne the authorities 
were afraid that the remaining prison- 
ers would meet a similar end if they 
were allowed to stay in Princess Anne, 
and by the advice of Judge Henry Page 
they were placed on a special train and 
brought to the Salisbury jail. There 
was danger, too, of a conflict between 
the white and Colored people, a crowd of 
colored people having armed themselves 
and declared their intention to protect 
the prisoners. 

The prisoners were afraid to be sepa- 
rated here, and at their request they 
were all placed in one cell. The guards 
who accompanied the sheriff to Salisbury 
were Levin Wilson, H. P. Griffith and 
Lewis Lankford. They, with Deputy 
Sheriff Dryden, remained in jail with 
the men all night. The transfer was 
madeso quietly that few people knew 
the prisoners were in Salisbury, and 
when the fact became known there was 
an uneasy feeling, as it was reported 
that a mob from Somerset had declared 
they would follow the prisoners wher- 
ever they were carried. 

Jailer Dryden told a graphic story of 
the ki'ling of Kemp in the jai] at Prin- 
cess Anne Thursday night. He said 
that when he was aroused it was about 
2 o'clock a. m. and some one called out 
to him that Charles Miller had a prison- 
erthere. He got up and, only partly 
dressed, unlocked the jail door. There 
in a wagon was a man tied and as soon 
asthe two men who had the supposed 
prisoner came within a few feet they 
dropped the bogus prisoner and caught 
the jailer. Pointing a pistol at him, 
they told him to keep quiet and deliver 
overthe keys. Atthistime about sev- 
enty-five men emerged frum the sur- 
rounding buildings and filled the corrid- 
ors of the jail. The jailer refused to deliv- 
er over the keys, so the crowd brought 
in their battering rams and went to 
work, Finally they secured the keys 
opening the cell door, emptied about fif- 
ty bullets in the side of Kemp, riddling 
his body. * 

John Handy, one of the prisoners, 
said in an interview: “The killing of the 
constable was done by Kemp. He was 
the ringleader and the only man who 
either hit or cut the constable. We 
were all at the Btore, but none but Kemp 
was drinking. He got into a quarrel 
with the constable, and after that they 
began to tussle. Seeing that there was 
going to be trouble we tried to get Kemp 
away, and I caught hold of him and tri- 
ed to get him to go home. The consta- 
ble followed him out of the atore and 
struck him with a bottle, afier which 
they got into another row:. We all left 
the place at once and did not hear any 
more about it nntil we were arrested as 
witnesses. We were frightened when 
the mob came in the jail to kill Kemp 
as we thought they were going to kill us 
all.” 

When Sheriff Sterling arrived in Sal- 
isbury at 12 o’clock Saturday, he con- 
sulted Judge Holland in regard to taking 
the prisoners to Baltimore. The Sheriff 
said that an armed body of lynchers 
went to Princess Anne to kill all the 
prisoners, and, finding that they were 
not in the jail there, went to the rail- 
road station and telegraphed to superin- 
tendent Dunne, of the N. Y. P. & N. rail- 
road, for a special train to come to Salis- 
bury with enough cars to curry 175 peo- 
ple. The request was declined by the 
railroad people. Judge Holland fearing 
that the mob would be here Saturday 
night and probably get at the prisoners 
authorized the sheriff to take the men to 
Baltimore jail. The sheriff left on the 2 
o'clock train for Baltimore with the men 
all bandenffed. 

The remains of Constable Carver were 
interred at Rehoboth, Jast Sanday.

DIET OF THE GREAT“ 


Favorite Dishes of the World's Illustrious 
Generals, Philosophers and Poets, 

"Man is what ho eats,™ said Feuer- 
bach, the German philosopher, or, as he 
expressed it in his native language, 
“Der mensch ist was er isst,’’ a play of 
words which is not without its deep. 
meaning. Man’s food is never without 
influence on his temper, nor is the choice 
he makes in his meals without a certain 
reflection of his character. John the 
Baptist’s cating locusts and wild honey 
was indicativeof his mind and motives, 
as was Zoroaster's provlilection for bread 
and water cresses of his ethics and doc- 
trines. Plato was satisfied with honey, 
bread, vegetables and fruit. Mohammed 
preferred mutton and milk to all other 
dishes and drinks. Hannibal, the Cartha- 
ginian warrior, lived on olives, while 
the Roman General Sulla’s favorite 
wjpats were wild ass, chickens drowned 
if Falerian wine, ostrich brain and 
snails. 

Charles the Great was a lover of veni- 
son. Henry IV of France had a glut- 
tonous appetite for oysters; Frederick 
the Great for polenta, a sort of Italian 
pudding; Emperor William I of Ger- 
many for lobsters and oysters. Napoleon 
I was a passionate drinker of coffee, of 
which he took 20 to 25 cups daily. 

Artists, poets and philosophers evince 
a larger varicty iu the choice of their 
meals and beverages. (Goethe was very 
fond of champagne, Schiller of wine. 
Klopstock indulged in trufe pastry, 
smoked salmon and peas. Lessing’s í + 
vorite dish was lentil soup, a predilection 
which he shared with Kant, while Leib- 
nitz delighted in apple cake. Torquato 
Tasso was a loyer of sweet things and 
heaped his salad with sugar. So did 
Moses Mendelssohn, who mourned the 
impossibility of sweetening sugar. 

Byron took only one daily meal, con- 
sisting principally of old Chester cheese, 
pickles, red cabbage, wine or liquors. 
He used to drink grout qnantities of tea. 
Bismarck in his younger days was very 
fond of hard boiled eggs and cognac, 
which he preferred to “pretzel and 
beer,” a beverage which he considers the 
chief cause of German pothonuse politics 
and lack of resolute and harmonions ac- 
tion. t 

William Il, the present emperor of 
Germany, loves his wine and prefers the 
sparkling juice of the Rhine, which not 
infrequently loosens his tongue. Cham- 
pagne he avoids, lest *‘it cause his heart 
to run away with his head,” as he once 
remarked, but probably because it is too 
French for him.—Baltimore Sun. 

Brain Surgery. 

Sawing but sections of the skull in 
order to give the brain room to develop 
symmetrically seems a rather delicate 
and dangerous operation, but it is one 
that has ou several occasions been per- 
formed with perfect success. Childrén 
apparently in a condition of hopelcss 
idiocy have been treated upon this plan 
and are in prospect of developing the 
faculties usual in those of like age. The 
Temoval of the bone which has become 
undnly hardened permits growth, and 
the clouded intellect may become clear 
and normal.

ARTISANS’ HOMES. 


HOW GLASGOW HAS IMPROVED SOÑE 
OF {TS POOR DISTRICTS. 


The taduence of Municipal Tenemests In 
Brightening Human Lifo— Clean and 
Comfortable Dwellings Furnished to the 
Poor at Reasonable Rentals. 


Municipalities are. mot necessarily 
wiser than other corpornta bodies. Glas- 
gow has by no means solved the human 
problem. Butshe has made some notable 
experiments in the direction of bright- 
ening human life. But, with less than 
half a dozen blocks of municipal tene- 
ments, she is still far from pointing the 
way to a beatific condition. She is also 
far from having beconie a socialistic city. 
Ehe had the opportunity to make experi- 
ments in the most wretched of her dis- 
tricts. The experiments have succeeded, 
and private enterprise here. as elsewhere, 
has made similar experiments and with 
similar success. 

The municipal tenements or artisans’ 
dwellings, as they are variously called, 
consist of blocks of flats on either side 
of the_Saltmarket. The buildings are 
four stories in height. The ground floors 
are occupied by shops. The houses are 
usually arranged so that en two floors 
there are three tenements, a tenement of 
two rooms being on each side of the 
staircase and a tenementof one room be- 
ħycen them. There are alsa several flats 
of three rooms each. The tenement of 
ome room is 14 by 13 feet. It is fitted 
with a bed closet, which is expected to 
answer the purpose of a second room, a 
scullery, a large press or cupboard, a 
commodions dresser aud s kitchen range. 
Such an apartment rents for $40 s year. 

The two roomed flat has a small lobby 
fitted with a press, or closet. On one 
side of tho lobby is the living room, 
which is completely furnished as a 
kitchen. A scullery adjoins There is 
also a bed alcove in the room. On the 
other side of the lobby and on the front 
of the house is the sitting room, to which 
is also attached a bed closet. Such a flat 
rents for $49.50 per annum. The three 
roomed flats rent fay $80 a year. Gas is 
supplied by the city at the usual rate of 
60 cents per 1,000 feet. -Ther is a laun- 
dry at the top of the houre for the use 
of the tenants. There artisans’ dwellings 
are constructed in the most substantial 
numer. The stairs are stone, and the 
steirway walls aro tiles or glazed brick, 
Which is easily kept clean. 

It has long been objected that these 
dwellings do not mect the neecssities cf 
the poorest class of laborers. The rents 
were too high for men who work in the 
streets or on the docks and at other kinds 
of unskilled labor. Glasgow lad tocon- 
sider whether it were possible for the 
municipality to reach these men in any 
way. If it had been a question of letting 
rooms to single men, the arrangement 
could have been made casily enough. 
But the difficulty was to devise homes 
for large families, and it usually hap- 
pens that in this part of the world the 
poorer the man the larger is his family. 
Houses conld be built, of course, but 
could the poorest class of laborers afford 
to pay a rent which would return to the 
municipality an interest of 2, 3 or 4 
per cent on its investment? Corld the 
municipality compete in that respect 
with the owners of rookeries, where 
families live in Single apartments? 
Mauch deliberation was given tothe sub- 
ject. [t wes found that the municipality 
could put up a block of substantial 
buildings to meet the wants of the class 
hitherto Icft untouched, but that it 
would not be practicable to provide any- 
thing more than what are called ‘‘one 
roomed honsts’’—that is to say, one 
room to afamily. To be sure, the rooms 
could be divided by a partition reaching 
within two or three fect of the ceiling, 
the sleeping quarter being thus separated 
from: the cooking quarter. 

It was finally decide:| that a Hack of 
single room tenements should Be con- 
structed. A place was cleared] st the 
rear of a block of artisans’ dyrellings 
and a plain building of three stories wrs 
erected, with four single room tenements 
ou each floor, two in the front and two 
behind. These were lot at rents well 
within the means of unskilled laborer. 
The building was opene:l, and it has 
been filled ever since, The experiment 
is financially successful, but in other re- 
spects there ts little to be said for it, Of 
course the apartments are larger, lighter, 
healthier, better built than any single 
room tenements in the oll rookprics. 
Nevertheless the objections to the herd- 
ing of a family in one room are not there- 
by removed. They are mercly minimized 
and in a very slight degree. It is not by 
any means «de noustrated that a manici- 
pality is justified in doi:: anything to 
perpetuate thesingle room tenement yy- 
tem for families > 

The construction of Glasgow's manic- 
ipal tenement houses, whether of. the 
better class or of -the poorer, is adtiirs 
ble Thestairways, being bnilt entire'y 
of masonry. are cousequently firepro +f. 
The stairs themselves mur the hall foor 
are of stone. and the wails of the hals 
are faced with glazed tile: or glazes 
bricks, as the caso may be, aud, ns Lhaye 
said, are easily kept clean. 

A very large amount of work yet re- 
mains to be done on the municipal estate 
which comes under the administration 
of the improvement fand. Old hoases are 
still being torn down, aud crowded areas 
are being cleared away. Of conrse all 
this is a very expensive business. But it 
is being gradaally carried on so that the 
cost may not fall excessively on niy 
single year.-—Glasgow Cor. Boston Her-

Deep Sea Thermometer. 

The deep seu thermoweter, asinvented 
abroad and improved by officers 6f the 
United Statcs navy, is a marvelonsly in- 
genious and effective contrivance. It is 
in effect a self registering instrument, 
though not technically so called. The 
thermometer is so arranged that it isau- 
tomatically turned npside down when 
the machinery begins to draw it up frum 
the depth ut which the temperature is to 
be ascertained. The effect of the invert- 
ing process is to break the column of 
mercury, and # small portion of the col- 
umn remains in the upper end of the 
tube, exuctly enough to measure the tem- 
perature at the moment of inversion. 
The tube is graduated so as to read from 
either end, and the quantity of mercary 
in the upper part of the tube is so small 
that it does not respond to any bot great 
and sudden changes of temperature. It 
thus happens that the reading, when the 
thermometer reaches the surface. is prac- 
tically correct for the temperature at the 
point of inversion.—Kansas City Times.

Wine In Bottles. 

The increase of the strength of wine 
by keeping dcpends upon whether it is 
kept in cask or bottle. If stored in cask, 
there is a constant incrense of alcohol. 
The ancients knew that wine improved 
if kept in leathern bottles, and the sanie 
result is obtained by keeping it in wood- 
en vessels, for both leather and wood 
are more easily penctrated by water than 
by alcohol. Evaporation exsnes from 
both, but more freely frór water, and 
the wine consequently becomes richer 
in alcohol. On the other hand, the opin- 
ion that wine has grown old in bottles 
and therefore become stronger is thor- 
oughly false. Eyaporation is very much 
hindered by the cork, even when this is 
not covered with rosin aud sealing wax. 
The simple explanation of our finding 
old bottled wine rich in alcohol is that 
only the stronger wires can be presery- 
ed and the weaker ones cannot resist 
the effects of time. At the same time, 
althongh all wine must eventually be 
spoiled and weakened by kecping it in 


Becing Prants Grow. 

In te laboratory the growth of a plant 
may be rendered visible by attaching a 
fine platinum: wire to the stem or grow- 
ing part- The other end of the wire, to 
which is fastencd a pointed piece of char- 
coal, is pressed pently against a drum. 
The dum is covered with white paper 
and kept revolving by clockwork. 

Of course if the growth is stationary 
a straight line is marked on the paper, 
but even the slightest increase is shown 
by the inclined tracing on the paper. 

By a simple modification of this ar- 
rangement, the growth of a plant can 

be rendered audible. The dram must be 
coyered by narrow strips of platinum 
foil, say one-eighth of an inch wide and 
one-eighth between each strip. 

If the strips of platinum be made to 
complete the -circuit of a galvanic bat- 
tery to which an electric bell is coupled 
up, then the bell will continue ringing 
while the plant grows an eighth of an 
inch, followed by silence while the 
pointer is passing over the space between 
[two strips, for the next growth of an 
eighth of an inch, and so on. 

The growth of some very rapidly grow- 
‘ing plants and the opening of some flow- 
‘ers, such as the compass plant, can be 
heard direct by means of the micro- 
phone. By the above means it has been 
proved that plants grow most rapidly 
orias ou 6a. m—New York Jour- 


Ta April Fool Day; 

The custom of sending one on a boot- 
less errand or otherwise *‘ April fooling’’ 
him on the first day of April is very an- 
cient. Yet it cannot truthfully be said 
that any one is equal to the task of traç- 
ing it toits origin. Some antiquarians 
profess to believe it a survival of the 
travesty of sending the Saviour hither 
and thither, first from Annas to Caia- 
phas and then to Pilateand Herod. This 
opinion is strengthened by the fact that 
during the middle ages that very scene 
in Christ’s life was made the subject of 
one of the Easter ‘‘Miracle Plays” enact- 
ed on the chief streets of London and 
other English cities of the firat class. 
Even though the above opinion has re- 
ceived the sanction of Brande, Moore 
and Hone, it is not at all unlikely that 
itis really a relic of some old heathen 
festival, such as the Huli festival of the 
Hindoos or the Roman ‘‘feast of fools."’ 
The custom, whatever its origin, of 
playing tricks and pranks of all kinds 
on the first day of this month is univer- 
sal thronghout Europe and is also prac- 
ticed in many other countries and un- 
der various names.

Teed Men of Guians. 

There are still ‘‘red men’’ in Guiana, 
according to Mr. Smith Delacour’s re- 
port—descendants of the inhabitants a$ 
the time of its discovery. They are ap- 
parently of three or more separate ori- 


gins. 

The oldest inhabitants are believed to 
be the Warraus, who lead a semiamphib- 
ious life, without agriculture and rath- 
er as fishers than as hunters. Where 
these people came from is not known. 
Of more certain origin are the second 
set, the Arawacks, who were driven 
southward from the West Indian is- 
lands. After them came a whole series 
of Carib tribes, who were also forced 
southward from the West Indies. Just 
before the advent of the Europeans the 
last of the Carib tribes made its appear- 
ance, and its people were known as the 
‘“Trne Caribs.”” 

In life and surroundings there is no 
great difference between any of the ex- 
isting tribes. They live in small family 
groups, the mutual relations of the mem- 
bers being admirably regulated by a 
very decided though unwritten code. 
They pass perfectly simple lives, the 
happiness of which seems to be enhanced 
by the inevitable collisions with other 
tribes. A sufficiency of food is procured 
by hunting and fishing and a primitive 
kind of agriculture. Their houses, adds 
Mr. Smith Delacour, are of the simplest, 
but exactly what is required, and the 
furniture is usually a hammock. Cloth- 
ing is “a question for the future. ”— 
London News. 


Skins of Frait. 

The skins of fruit should never be 
eaten, not because they are not palatable 
or digestible or are unhéalthy in them- 
selves, but on account of the danger aris- 
ing from microbes which have penetrat- 
ed into the covering of the fruit. Every- 
body has noticed that at times a slight 
scratch will create a considerable sore 
on the human body. It is generally as- 
cribed to an unhealthy condition of the 
blood, but a close microscopical exami- 
nation will show that it is due to the 
presence of microbes thus introduced 
into the system. So with an apple, a 
peach, a pear ora grape. The fruit may 
be perfectly sound and healthy, but on 
the skin or covering may be microbes, 
which, introduced into the human sys- 
tem, will breed disease. These germs are 
not uncommon; neither are they always 
present. It is possible to eat this cover- 
ing without injury, but the danger is 
such that it is best not to incur the risk. 
—St. Lonis Post-Dispatch.

Bardy Climbing Roses. 

In the prairie rose we liave a.class of 
hardy native climbing roses often found 
growing wild in Michigan sud the west- 
ern states, which we may plant with 
confidence. Two of the more commonly 
known roces of this class, which are fa- 
vorites everywhere on account of their 
hardiness, free blooming, and the fact of 
their flowers appearing just after the

TALK OF THE TOUT: 
PECULIAR EXPRESSIONS USED ON THE 
RACE TRACKS. 


While Mystifying to the Uninitisted, They 
Are Eesily Understood When Once Ex- 
plained—Some of the Phrases Are Very 
“Catchy” -Mostly of English Origin. 


Race track phrases as intricate to the 
uninitiated as a Fiji islander’s love song 
are fast creeping into all walks of life, 
and the slung which makes-up the vo- 
cabulary of the turfman is liable to be 
heard in the social small talk of the 
day, in the rigid business house and fre- 
quently in the clubs. Whore some of 
the terms ngiginated is a mystery, but 
the gennine ‘‘tout’’ speaks nothing else, 
and his jargon is at once interesting 
and’ noyel Nearly all of the expres- 
sions, like the thieves’ lore, probably 
came from the English courses, and the 
English race going people are more fa- 
miliar with the words of ‘the stable boy 
or lower class than the American pa- 
trons of this sport of the kinga The 
ranning track has loaned some of ita 
choice ones to the trotters, and the mix- 


„ture at the tracks where the long tailed 


light harness performers win stakes and 
purses is a combination of later years. 

The modern ‘‘tout,’’ this geniys be- 
ing one who almost sleeps on tracks and 
imparts his early morning information 
to you when half of the winnings of 
your bet are promised him, can spin it 
off by the yard, and some of his expres- 
sions are indeed unique. ; 

‘There she goes all to pieces,” he 
will exclaim as the filly he has picked 
to win suddenly wavers and begins to 
fall to the rear. . He may say something 
abont her ‘shutting up like a jack- 
knife" 28 she drops into the ‘‘ruck,’’ 
which nameis applied to the tail end of 
the procession. Should she go out of her 
proper courre in running, he will in- 
form you that she has ‘‘bolted,"’ and he 
will call her a ‘‘bore"’ if she happens to 
swerve aguingt another horse, impeding 
his progress. If she should have been 
pulled for sone reasons he had not 
learned, he. may call her a ‘‘dead un,” 
meaning | that she was not intended to 
win, but if he applies the word ‘‘duf- 
fer” to her that means she couldn't beat 
anything. 

On the turf the term ‘‘deadbeat’’ has 
two meanings. It is sometimes applied 
to a horse completely exhausted and is 


‘always applied to any man who fails 


to pay his debta In the latter sense the 
turf is no different from any other place. 

"Why, he'll lead from end to end” 
would signify that the animal in ques- 
tion will be in front of the others from 
the start to the finish, Should another 
horse come up suddenly and dispgte 
every inch of the way, the newcomer is 
said to ‘‘challenge’’ the other, and when 
he arrives alongside of him and there 
is no difference between their noses from 
the stand the two are racing ‘‘head and 
head.”’ It might seem to be a breach of 
etiquette to hear a man say that some 
old horse is the ‘‘swellest maiden” on 
the track. This would indicate that the 
horse is the best one that has never won 
a race. 

Should a track follower tell you that 
he saw actrtain horse ont for a “‘pipe 
opencr’’ in the morning, but he didn’t 
‘negotiate?’ well, he is intending to 
convey the information that in the 
morning c<ercise the horse would not 
jump or run well. 

The betting terms on the track are 
quite amusing, and some of the expres- 
sions for amounts of money are on a par 
wi the “super,” ‘benny, ” “mush” 
and other common terms among the 
light fingered gentry. ‘‘I ron a pony 
into a century and then dropped the 
whole thing trying to ron it into a 
monkey.” The pony is $25, the century 
$100 and the monkey $500. Should he 
have won the last bet, and the book- 
maker, takiug time by the forelock and 
his cashbox by the handle, disappeared 
without paying off, the dishonest gen- 
tleman wonld have carried the name 
‘*welcher’’ around with him the rest of 
his life. The words ‘‘cinch,’’ ‘‘moral,’’ 
‘lead pipe and a few others not unlike 
them are usẹl to indicate that a horse 
cannot lose unless he shonld fall down. 

To win **hands down” is to reach th 
wire first without effort or *‘in a bloody 
canter,” as a track follower might ob- 
serve in bik philosophical way. And 
when they say a bookmaker—the man 
who lays odds against your judgment— 
is ‘‘rounding’’ up his book they mean 
he is trying to get money on some horses 
which have not been heavily backed, so 
that no matter who wins his percentage 
is there just the same. 

"Came" means a horse which is catch- 
ing the leaders very rapidly and ‘‘com- 
ing again’ means one that has done 
this, then fallen back and suddenly 
gaining cocrage and speed makes an- 
other dash for the front. Should he 
jomp on to the hind legs of one in the 
lead he will be said to have ‘‘cut him 
down,"’ and should horse.or jockey fall 
just as they are in sight of the money 
somebody will probably say, ‘‘He came 
down a cropper." 

The vocabulary of the follower of the 
track is quite extensive and very catch- 
ing, for the pleasant little dinners after 
the derby or handicap has been decided 
are likely to have lots of such expres- 
sions mixed in the idle prattle while 
the viands are being discussed. —Ex- 
change.

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FOREST PROTECTION. 


LAWS FORBIDDING THE DESTRUCTION - 
OF TIMBER IN EUROPE. 


Goveramcats Have Supervision Over Pri- 
vate as Wych as Nations! and Communal 
Forests—Reforesting Carried on by Es 
tablished Departmceat«. 


In Germany the varions governments 
own and manage, in a conservative 
spirit, abont one-third of the forest 
area, and they also control the manage- 
ment of another sixth, which belongs to 
villages, cities And public institutions, 
in co far as these communities are 
obliged t3 ploy expert foresters and 
must submit their working plans to the 
government for approva), thus prevent- 
ing improvident and wasteful methods. 

The other half of the forest property, 
in the hands of private owners, is man- 
aged mostly without interference, al- 
though upon methods similar to those 
employed by the government, and by 
trained foresters, who receive their edu- 
cation in one of the eight higher and sey- 
eral lower schools of forestry which the 
various governments have established. 

The several states differ in their laws 
regarding forest property. Of the pri- 
vate forests 70 per cent are without any 
control whatever, while 30 per cent are 
subject to supervision, so far as clearing 
and devastation are concerned. 

The tendency on the:part of the gov- 
ernment has been rather toward persua- 
sive measures. Thus in addition to buy- 
ing up or acquiring by exchange and re- 
foresting waste lands—some 300,000 
acres have been so reforested during the 
last 25 years—the government gives as- 
sistance to private owners in reforesting 
their wasto land. During the last 10 
years $300,000 was granted in this way. 

In Austria, by a law adapted in 1852, 
not only are the state forests—compris- 
ing less than 80 per cent of the total 
forest area—rationally managed, and 
the management of the communal for- 
ests—nearly 40 per cent—oflicially su- 
pervised, bnt private owners—holding 
about 82 per cent—are prevented from 
devastating their forest property to the 
detriment of adjoiners. No clearing for 
agricultural use can be made without 
the consent of the district authorities, 
from which, however, an appeal to a 
civil judge is possible, who adjusts the 
conflict of interests. 

Any cleared or cut forest must be re- 
planted or resceded within five years. 
On sandy soils and mountain sides clear- 
ing is forbidden, and only culling of the 
ripe timber is allowed. 

In Hungary, also, where liberty of 
private property rights and strong ob- 
jection to government interference had 
been jealously upheld, a complete reac- 
tion set in some 15 years ago, which led 
to the law.cf 1880, giving the state con- 
trol of private forest property as in Aus- 
tria. 

Under a law adopted in Italy in 1888 
the department of agriculture, in co-op- 
eration with the department of public 
works and in consultation with the for- 
estal ‘committee of the province and the 
respective owners, is to designate the 
territory which for public reasons must 
be reforested under governmental con- 
trol. 

The owners may associate themselves 
for the purpose of reforestation and for 
the purpose may then borrow money at 
low interest from the State Soil Credit 
institution, the forest department con- 
tributing three-fifths of the cost of re- 
forestation upon condition that the work 
is done according toits plans and within 
the time specified by the government. 

In Russia until lately liberty to cut, 
burn, destroy and devastate was unre- 
stricted, but in 1888 a comprehensive 
and well considered law cut off, so far 
as this can be done on paper, this liberty 
of vandalism. For autocratic Russia 
this law is rather timid and isin thena- 
tnre of a compromise between commu- 
nal and private interests, in which much 
if not all depends on the good will of 
the private owner. 

A federal Jaw was adopted in Switzer- 
land in 1876 which gives the federation 
control over the forests of the mountain 
region embracing eight entire cantons 
and parts of seven others, or over 1,000, - 
000 acres of forest. The federation itself 
does not own any forest land, and the 
cantons hardly. 100,000 acres, somewhat 
over 4 per cent of the forest area, two- 
thirds of which is held in communal 
ownership and the rest by private own- 
ers. 

The federal authorities have supervi- 
sion over nll cantonal, communal and 
private forests, so far as they are ‘‘pro- 
tective forests,” but the execution of the 
law rests with the cantonal authorities 
under the inspection of federal officers. 

In France not only does the state man- 
age its own forest property, one-ninth 
of the forest area, in approved manner, 
and supervise the management of for- 
ests belonging tocommunities and other 
public institutions, double the area of 
state forests, in a manner similar to the 
regulation of forests in Germany, but it 
extends jts control over the large area of 
private forests by forbidding any clear- 
ing except with the consent of the forest 
administration.—Century Magazine.

“Carley B,“ as Bookmaker Woolf is 
best known, has a steadfast belief in 
“3,” and after he has selected a horse 
to bet upon he will place an extra heavy 
Wager on him if he discovers that he is 
numbered ‘*3”’ on the programme. 

Several superstitious betting men at 
the Morris,park races afew years ago 
noticed the coincidence that the thir- 
teenth day of the mecting fell upon 
June 13, and they straightway sought 
out a horse numbered **13” on the card. 
They found one and bet upon him, and 
to make the coincidence most strange 
he won. k 

That this belief in luck as applied to 
certain unmbers is as old as our philoso- 
phy is shown by tho fact that centuries 
before the Cristian era the Pythagorens 
and Platonists, who represented all 
movements and phenomena of nature by 
numbers, invented the science of arith- 
nomancy, consisting of the nse of magic- 
al squares and applying occult powers 
tonnmbers. On the combinations of cer- 
tain numbers depended systems of divi- 
nation, and particular virtues were as- 
cribed to numbers accordingly as they 
were odd orecven. `

saying as old as the hills, As encient a 
writer as Virgil says the guds themselves 
esteemed the numbers odd, fer in the 
eighth cclogue he wrote:

"7 A SILK WORM’S THREAD. “~~ 


fhe Wonderful Creation of a Still More 
Wonderful Insect. 

Silk! What a wonderful product it is, 
and what a marvelous trade has sprung 
out of it! One of the astonishing facts 
in the history of the human race is the 
wey in which great results are attained 
for it out of little causes. It is conceiva- 
ble that the food of man might have 
been derived from some of the largest 
fruits or nuts or roots which grow upon 
the carth. The bulk of the bread of man- 
kind—"‘the staff of life’’—is, however, 
“drawn, as all know, not from the heavy 
| bread fruit or big tubers, but from the 
comparatively minute grains of wheat, 
barley and rye, millet and rice. In like 
manner the larger portion of the gar- 
| ments of human beings is obtained from 
| the short wool on the backs of sheep and 

goats or from the small pod of the cot- 
ton plant, which hides its seeds in a ball 
of white fluff from which we spin the 
cotton. Silk is an especially notable in- 
stance of the way in which our race 
makes much ont of little for its needs. 

Here is an insignificant worm which 
fecds upon the glutinous leaves of th 

| mulberry and gradually fills itself wit 
| a sticky compound which has for its di- 
| rect purpose tq compose the cocoon. 

When the time comes for the worm to 

undergo that strange - metamorphosis 
| into the chrysalis, it ceases to eat and 
| slowly weaves round itself a_ casing 
| composed. entirely of one long thread. 
| Its spinning finished, the attenuated 
creature takes the intermediate form 
preparatory to its winged state as a 
moth, nor is anything in nature more 
full of creative mystery and desigh. 
What the worm does for its own lonely 
ends man undoes for objects of beauty, 
fashion and comfort. The silk grower 
patiently unwinds the lustrous thread 
from the point where the silkworm be- 
gan to that where its filmy house was 
finished, and from this tiny plunder 
springs the whole vast edifice of the silk 
industry. To the small pale worm beau- 
| ty owes her most lovely and glittering 
| raiment, nor has art anything more ex- 
quisite to fashion, to embroider, to be- 
stow in splendid folds or to imitate in 
painting than the soft shining web 
which is made from the poor worm’s 
patient labor. 

Extraordinary is the difference be- 
tween the minute cocoon and the great 
bale of Lyons or china satin—the un- 
conscious toil of the caterpillar and the 
looms that in a thousand factories and 
workshops interlice the thin fiber into 
such superb and dazzling patterns. 
Nothing can imitate, nothing‘excel the 
charm of that fine microscopic tissue 
drawn by the worm's magic from the 
mulberry leaf. It possesses a nataral 
glitter which is shared by nothing else 
in the world and which makes it resem- 
ble under the microscope waving wires

Was Shylock s Jew? 

Eleven different versions of the pound 
of flesh stary exist in the early litera- 
ture of Europe, none of which is found- 
ed on a historical ‘basis, have one related 
by the biographer of Pope Sixtus V. 
The original tale runs as follows: Simon 
Cenada, a Jew, enters intoa wager with 
Sechi, a Christian, staking a pound of 
his flesh against a large sum of money 
of the Christian. The Jew loses the 
wager, and Sechi insists on his forfeit. 
The caso is referred to the governor of 
the city, who, in turn, places it before 
the pope, who condemns both to lifelong 
imprisonmcut, from which they are 
finally released on the payment of a 
heavy fine. An Italian, Giovanni Floren- 
tino, in the sixteenth century, was the 
first to change the roles of the Jew and 
Christian, and in this altcred form the 
bard of Avon found the story. The poet 
himself could scarcely have known any 
Jews personally, since they were ex- 
pelled from England 300 years before 
his time and were not readmitted until 
after his death. From stage presenta- 
tions, from descriptions in books or from 
popular reports, which were always đe- 
rogatory to the Jewish character, the 
poet derived his knowledge of the Jew

They occupy s spec- 
ial portion of the district. and their rési- 
dences are so near esch other that, were 
it not for the small clusters of trees and 
shrubbery intervening and the meander- 
ing roads and paths forming the ingress 
and egress to their habitation, the place 
would imprees the visitor as a sparsely 
aetiled town. The property is almost 
exclusively their own; there.are but few 
renters. Many of them own horses and 
till their own Isnd, some of them culti- 
vate that of their white neighbors. 
There is one store kept in a convenient 
Place generally well supplied with such 
commodities as mest the necessities of 
its patrons, Their industry and fragality 
are indeed commendable. Their sur- 
roundings are indicative of 's higher 
state of culture than navally exists in the 
race. $ 
The colored people were introdnced. 
into the district in the early part of tbe 
eighteenth century, filling as itsrem,the 
vacancy canséd by the aeons 

Indians from this section; the la! ad 
creasing as the former increased. There 
seemed to be but little congenislity be-. 
tween the races, and while some signs of 
the race existed, subsequently, ina few 
ofthe colored ‘families, it was never a 
boasted heritage. The first of the color- 
ed race is claimed to have been brought 
bere from the Burmndas and were very 
illiterate. : 

. “Bob” Anthony was the first among 
4hem to own real estate; this, however, 
was not until about 1770. As soon as he 
got possession of it, he tendered it tothe 
race for a burial ground, where they 
were given full sway to exercise their 
characteristic burial rites and ceremon- 
ies. They soon began to buy small lots 
of land, which was thea neither valuable 
or saleable. To own real estate seemed 
to be the height of their ambition. 

Their religious services were held to 
disadvantage until about 1848, when 
they, by the assistance of their white 
neighbors, erected a church. This was 
the beginning of a new era in their mor- 
‘al and intellectual life. The most en- 
lightened among them began to manifest 
much interest in the religious seryices 
and througn the assistance of white 
preachers and exborters, were sufficient- 
sly informed to lead and direct their ser- 
vices. In 1861 a school house was built 
for them and at this point starts their 
educational work. Their moral and in- 
tellectual standard is good. 

On Sunday last their second church 
was dedicated. A few years ago some 
difficulty occurred betwéen certain lead- 
ers and the appointing powers in re- 
gard to Rev Timothy Keene, who had 
become quite popular in the community. 
He however located and in due time 
sought and obtained a‘imission into an- 
other conference, by which he was given 
work athome. He presented the tenets 
of bis new cause and began preaching 
in hie own home. He soon formed a 
society and gathered around him quite 
an influence. Last year he considered 
his strength, numerically and financially, 
sufficient to erecta church and the work 
was begun with results as above. “This 
church 1s located near Sharptown and 
some distance from the centre of the 
section occupied by the colored people. 


While the society is divided in its |» 


church relations there is no unpleas- 
ant division of sentiment, The church 
was dedicated by Bishop Alexander 
Walter of New York, at the head of A. 
M. E. Z. Church. A large number of 
white people were present and gave 
nearly one third of the amount of money 
raised to liquidate the debt before the 
church could be dedicated. The whole 
colored society hassa high appreciation of 
eburch privileges and their’ mode of 
worship in many respects is very much 
better than formerly; in fact there’ is a 
noticeable improvement almost on every 
side of their lives.

RÉGION OP WONDERS: 
BOME OF THE NATURAL MARVELS TO 
BE SEEN IN OREGON. =" 


Iitnatrations of Both the Dead and the Liv- 


Nowhere on the known globe is there 
another region of the same extent repre- 
senting tho weird and grewsome as well 
as the sublime and grand in nature as 
in a dong and wide strip lying a consid- 
erable distance inland from the western 
coast of the United States. Here can be 
found an abundance of illustrations of 


past when the forces had gone to rest 
and the imprint of chaos lay everywhere. 
There are premonitions in abundance of 
something strange to come in ‘the coun- 
ties of Snohomish, Okanogan, Douglas 
and Yakima in Washington, but this is 
not fully emphasized until the Oregon 
counties of Morrow, Gilliam, Grant and 
Lake have been considered, and the mar- 
velous receives a wonderful succession in 
the long line of eastern California coun- 
ties, southern Nevada, a considerable 
region in Utah west of Great Salt lake, 
southern New Merico and a region of 
no small dimensions in northern Texas. 
Here, to the mentsl and the ocular sight, 
are‘ansolved problems in geology, para- 
doxes in physical formation and number- 
less instances of what may be termed in- 
versions of established geographical or- 
der. 

In Oregon we are confronted with the 
still and. silent Sagebrush desert, hem- 
med in by a wildly picturesque yet az 
dreary and inhospitable a region as can 
be found anywhere. In the midstof this 
desert, as if to reflect the surrounding 
awfulness, is Fossil lake, and all the 
surrounding region is one vast and wide 
cemetery of the faunsof s precataclysmal 
world. Here are massed together more 
fossil specimens of a greater variety of 
early animal life than cam be found any- 
where on the earth, excepting the im- 
mense fossil islands northward of Si- 
beria—horses of rare form, different spe- 
cies of camels, llamas, mammoths, sloths 
of huge proportions, wonderful birds, and 
the evidence that primitive man atsome 
tiine was there is indicated by the pres- 
ence of arrowheads chipped from vol- 
cauic glass. But what long ages have 
been entombed since these tropical ani- 
mals in their untamed strength trod the 
soil of Oregon and what mighty changes 
have swept over the cazth since then! 
How came they there in snch amazing 
numbers, and what were the causes of 
such universal and evidently such si- 
miultaneous death? No conditions on 
the earth as we know them now could 
bring this about. Yet here nature chose 
to locate one of ler remarkable mortua- 
ry establishments and to enshroud it 
with the gloom of unrelieved desola- 
tion. Commencing in this region and 
extending down into California, the 
mountains are freakish. They are not 
constructed on the chain or continuous 
system. The earth did net wrinkle her 
crust, but she erupted into huge boils; 
the peaks stand isolated, sometimes in- 
terrupting an otherwise ¢omparatively 
even plain. -` 

And now thervalleys, rivers. nnd con- 
siderable lakes take on a habit of be- 
coming lost. The streams, after consid- 
erable underground meahdcring, find 
themselves again on the surface, and 
after a succession of reappearances gud 
disappearances either stay found or are 
lost entirely. 

Chasms, with almost a mile of depth 

and faced with perpendicular walls of 
solid rocky, now begin to appal both 
sight and sense, and in Mariposa coun- 
ty the tremendous cazyon of the 
Yosemite exceeds anything of the 
kind on the earth. Before this hot 
springs huve become common, lakes of 
soda water abound, and San Bernardino 
has valleys whero the soil is hot and 
boiling geysers obtrnde. Lava fields, 
covering immeuse tracts, have exhibited 
vitrified scorim from northern Oregon 
down, and Nye county, Nev., has lava 
beds in profusion. In Iny county, and 
taking in a portion of San Bernardino, 
Death vallcy, grim, hofand repellent, 
‘presents itself, it anc the surrounding 
region constituting, not im tho mind 
only, but in reality, m region bordering 
more on the human conception of the 
infernal than can be furnished by any 
other locality on the globe. 

In this valley of desolation the sum- 
mer temperature reaches 140 degrees, 
rivaling that of the Sahara; It is some 
hundreds cf fect below sês level, cn- 
tirely destitnte of water, although the 
Amagosa river discharges into one end 
of it, and in the interior has an atmos- 
phere asof burning sulphur that neither 
human nor animal Inugs eaw long in- 
hale without greatrisk tolife. Embrac- 
ing hundreds of squaro miles, it affords 
not a sign of either animal or vegetable 
life in its interior, while its furnacelike 
heat rehders it one of the hottest spots 
on the globe. In the same system is So- 
da lake, intowhich the tronbled Mohave 
river finally enters, discharging its 
brackish waters as into a sieve. The 
country abounds with sinks, streams 
suddenly plunge into~—snbterranean 
depths farther south to farmish hot wa- 
ter, hot mud and sulphur volcanocs, 
dotted in miniature over an immense 
aren, hissing and spitting and loading 
the air with most disagreeable fumes. 
The Utah section duplicates many of 
the remarkable features common to the 
other localities mentioned and affords 
indisputable evidence of having been in- 
volved in the throes of the mighty Jis- 
turbance that once prevailed thronghout 
this singular region, and which must 


"| haye been still potent long after the 


other surface that is now embraced in 
the United States was qtiesocnt. 

Whatever the nature of tho violence 
may have been, Great Salt lake lower- 
ed its level 940 feet, and a ¥ast region 
partook of great and sudden topograph- 
ical chauges.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

The best remerly for this is 
the regular use of a small piece of soft 
old sponge with sightly watm water, 
anil if a li:tlo Soft soap is added all the 
better. Es; cially is this nécessary in 
the winter when dust is rifé and as 
“blight’’ is ey, at its weakest point a 
thorough Curing during’ the ‘cold 
months will result in freedom. from it 
during thesrnmmer? Practice and deli- 
cate handling are needed for success. 
Somo plants are much casier to sponge 
than others Among these maybe men- 
tioned the india rnbber - plant, and also 
small speci: :cnsef pah::, bothof which 
need friw ut wrshings when grown in 
arcom Orfnre troes and many other 
pisats ¢xarlo a kind of sticky essential 
oi}; which catches the dust. ‘They there- 
Tite icquire cpecial attention. Aspidis- 
tras o2.d mh other plants need spong- 
ing often to. keep them iy héalth—in 
fact, cll plots with orergreea foliage 
and others which will bear it are 
strengthened zud improved by the free 
use of tho sponge. —-Cloveland Leader.

Earthworms. 

Darwin says in ‘The Formation of 
Vegetable Mold:’’ "If a man had to plug 
up a small cylindrical hole with such 
objecta as leaves, petioles or twigs he 
would drag or push them in by their 
pointed ends, but if these objects were 
very thin: relatively to the size of the 
hole he would probably insert. some by 
their thicker or broader end. The guide 
in his case would be intelligence."’ He 
then goes on to show by reports of actual 
experiments that this is the method pur- 
sued by earthworms. Not only do they 
adapt the leaves of the trees of their own 
country to their needs, but the leaves of 
foreign trees are dealt with in a similar 
way. The following words of Mr. Dar- 
win are remarkable: *‘If worms are able 
to judge, either before drawing or after 
having-drawn an- obj clese to the 
months of their. burrows, how best to 
drag it in, they mnst acquire some no- 
tion of its generalshape. This they prob- 
ably acquire by touching it in many 
places with.the anterior extremity. of 
their bodies, which serves as a -tactile 


organ. 

“It may be well to remember how per- 
fect the sense of touch becomes in a man 
when born blind and deaf, as are worms, 
If worms have the power of acquiring 
some ‘notion, however rnde, of the shape 
of an object and of their burrows, as 
seems to be the case, they deserve to be 
called inteHigent,-for they then~act in 
nearly the same manper as would aman 
under similar circumstances. ’’ 


Impecunious Congressmen.

One can al- 
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India, remarkable for their size and 
elaborate decorations, best illustrated at 
Tanjore and Madura, we can only judge 
by small specimens seen at Madras and 
Pondicherry. The wonderful cave tem- 
ples at Ellora, Ajunta and many other 
places we have got a fair conception of 
from that of Elephanta. One could 
spend years cxploring India withont ex- 
hausting its layers of civilization. We 
have endeavored to intelligently study, 
by observation and reading ©n ‘route, 
the ethnology, sociology and theology 
of the country. We have missed no op- 
portnnity to talk with British officials 
and educated natives. We have looked 
into the work of the missiunaries and 
come to the conclusion that they are do- 
ing a great deal of good, thongh not ex- 
actly in the way it is popnlarly under- 
stood at home. I think [ may say that 
our travels in India haye materially 
broadened our views of Asiatic history. 
Especially have we been impressed with 
the spectacle of an empire of 240,000, - 
000 people of different races and reli- 
gions, governed by a handful of Enuro- 
peans, and in the main well governed, 


“with a large measure of liberty, as per- 


fect protection of life and property as is 
provided in the most civilized countries 
of Europe and increasing means of ed- 
ucation. The universities and colleges 
scattered over India are turning ont an- 
nually thousands of educated natives. 
It is-a curious fact that the Indian who 
speaks English speaks it without accent 
and rather better than the average of 
English or Americans. Nearly all of the 
schools above the primary grade teach 
English, and in the majority of them it 
is the medium of education. More than 
half of the native newspapers and peri- 
odicals, which are numerous and well 
conducted, are printed in Englikh. 

Ido not think it a wild prediction 
that English will be essentially the lan- 
guage of India a hundred years hence. 
It is curions to contemplate what.will 
be the political result of -the education 
of the Indian people. Will they be con- 
tent, especially those of the Aryan race, 
capable of high development, with thé 
shadow of a government Which is somé- 
times driven to its wits’ ends with its 
own domestic problenis, in a group of 
little islands 5,000 miles away? For the 
present I can ecarcely conceive of a 
greater calamity for India than the fail- 
ure of Great Britain to hold and govern 
the country. It would be the signal for 
anarchy, which would entail the destruc- 
tion of the people and seriously obstruct 
the onward march of human progress. 

India is a poor country. Its fabulous 
wealth has been carried off by conquer- 
ors or gathered into colossal fortunes 
by the few rich. The great body of the 
people are miserably poor. They barely 
keep body and soul together and do not 
store up any vital force to resist disease. 
The failure of one crop entails wide- 
spread distress. The failurt of two in 
succession means famine for millions, 
The government is doing something to 
improve the conditions, Inthe last five 
years canals have,been built, increasing 
the area under ifrigation abont 25 per 
cent. How much advantage thétiller of 
the soil gets from these improvements I 
do not know. The government costs too 
much, and the people afè taxefl'to the 
limit of endurance. “‘Thé British India 
civil service is called the best in the 
world. It is undoubtedly the most ex- 
pensive, It costs £11,000,000 ($55, - 
000,000) a year. The civil servant 
serves in various capacities, from a 
clerk to'a lieutenant governor, for 25 
years, four of which are given for holi- 
days, and retires with a minimum pen- 
sion of £1,000 perannum. The cost of all 
this comes out of the Indian people, and 
their superstitions and customs rob them 
of a part of what is left. 

There are grave problems in India 
and more to come, and to solve them 
will require all the talent which can be 
secured. It isdoubtfnl whether the mer- 
chanta of London, the manufacturers of 
Manchester or the hereditary aristocrats 
who are sent to hold vice regal courts in 
Calcutta will solve them in the interest 
of the people of India, who are today 
about the poorest fed, clothed and 
housed people on earth. Yet I cannot 
but think that these people are capable 
of great things in the future it they can 
be properly nourished and educated. 
Their bright, distinctly Aryan faces look 
out appealingly throngh surroundings 
of squalor and superstition and give 
promise of high development under fa- 
vorable conditions. Indeed we see 
splendid specimens of manhood among 
them today, and their graceful courtesy 
shames our ruder manners.—Cor. Bos- 
ton Herald.

` INDIA'S SACRED. MONKEY TEMPLE. 


Europeans as the monkey temple, be 


cause in and around jts 


honor of Siva’s wife, the terrific god- 
dess who is supposed to delight in death 
and slaughter, and of whom the poor be- 
lievers in the various attributes of the 
deities comprising the Hindoo pantheon 
stand in the greatest dread. A corre- 
spondent of the London Graphic writes 
as follows regarding the place: 

“The Durga Kund is conspicucus in 
this city of temples forthe grace and 
simplicity of its architecture. It adjoins 
stank which is the finest in Benares 
and occupies the central portion of a 
quadraugle, the walls being stsined red 
with ocher. The sacred portion of the 
temple consists of 12 finely carved pil- 
lars standing on a marble platform and 
supporting'a heavy roof. The platform 
is abont four feet from the ground and 
is ascended by a flight of luw steps on 
each side of the square. The temple is 
well provided with the ry instru- 
ments for creating the frightful noises 
whith emanate from these abodes of 
idolatry all over India. Drums of hugé 
dimensions, gongs, bells and tomtoms 
are all st- the service’ of the priests in 
performing the rites required of .them. 
But the antics of the monkeys which 
make thi¢ temple their home are, next 
to its architecture, the most attractive 
feature ofthe place. 

“The goat's blood with which the walls 
are sprinkled and the sacrifices that are 
known to take place here to appease the 
wrath of Siva and his terrifying spouse 
are rather revolting to a Christian, but 

. the grotesque play of the monkeys, their 

importunate begging, the pranks they 
enact on one another and the graceful 
agility they are constantly displaying 
supply a perpetual source of anmmsement 
which one is spt to think must prove 
rather distracting to the devont Himdoos 
who come here to worship. These sa- 
cred monkeys afó of the genus Semno- 
pethecus entellus, popularly known as 
the long tailed Indiam monkey. 

“A few years ago, as no one dared to 
molest these animals, they not only in- 
creased rapidly in numbérs, but; grow- 
ing to be extraordinarily bold, developed 
alarming thieving propensities. The 
annoyance they caused amounted to a 
public nuisancé, -for no. house in the 
place was safe from their depredationa, 
At last the trouble grew so serious that 
sotme reduction in the number of ‘these 
adept thieves became á necessity, ~al- 
though the prejudices of the people were 
against any such steps being taken. In 
the end the government waa requested 
to inverfere, and waiving aside all other 
considerations but that of public - polity 
the authorities lad -many hundreds—re- 
port -says many thousands—captured 
and sent-away. Nevertheless there dre 
plenty uf them Jéft, and they certainly 
constitute one of the sights of a city 
that is probably in any respects: the 
most interesting in the world.’ .

A TOUCHING TALE OF A BURIAL IN 
THE WILDERNESS. 


The Lonely Grave of Little Ruth, Which 
Was Cared For by Some Kindiy Hand 
For Thirty-five Ycars—A Mother's Awful 
Grief Almost Alone I: the Forest. 


In the year 1829 a steady stream of 
“Immigration was flowing into the terri- 
tory of Michigan. The ever restless peo- 
ple of the east had heard wonderful sto- 
ries of the abundance of game and great 
fertility of sail to be found in the new 
territory, and the sturdy, adventure- 
pome farmers of rocky New England 
wete pushing their way westward, with 
the hope of finding the El Dorado of 

Detroit, at this time, was a sight to 
behold. Its streets were thronged with 
the covered wagons of the immigranta 
Hunters and Indians, half breeds and 
soldiers were mingled in a chaotic mass. 

Among the great throng of home seek- 
ers that left Detroiton the 2d day of 
May, 1829, were James Harris, his wife 
and’ year old baby. Young Harris had 
put all of his earthly possessions into a 
covered wagou, and bidding goodby to 
friends and relatives had joined that 
endless stream of home seekers that were 
pushing their way into the wilderness 
of Michigan, hoping by their energy 
and perseverance to bnild upa home for 
themselves and an inheritance for their 
children. 

The road westward from Detroit fol- 
lowed an old Indian trail, and by con- | 
stant travel the mud bad become so! 
deep that it was almost impassable. | 
Many of the pioneers left the old road 
and struck off into the wilderness, mak- 
ing roads for themselves. 

Among this number was James Har- 
ris, and all weut well for a few days. 
After camping/one night tho wind snd- 
denly shifted to the northwest, and a cold 
Tain set in. This was the eighth day 
after leaving Detroit. The company that 
they had begun their journey with had 
gradually dropped off, and for two days 
they had’ traveled alone, alone in- the 
great wilderness, unprotected save what 
protection the! canvas covered wagons 
gave them. Was it any wonder that as 
they listened: to the howl of the wolf 
and the hoot of the owl they became a 
little homesick? Harris had made a 
great fire of dry brush, and while it was 
burning brightly the family had gone 
to sleep.. Fromthissleep the young 
mother was aroused by a sharp, hoarse 
congh from her baby. She immediately 
awoke her husband, frésh fuel was 
thrown on the fre, and as it blazed up 
the young mat! 


Ser peered 2uxionsly into 
the'face of baby Ruth. One glance at | 
the little drawn face resting on her arm, 
and the mother knew that the baby had | 
that dread disease, the croup.

All that day 
they remaineď'in camp. ‘Toward evening 
the wife became calmer, and standing 
near the wagon with the babe in her 
arms she saw her husband dig fhe little 
jgraye, and when it was finished a rade 
box was made, and she tenderly laid ‘her 
baby to rest, with her own hands plac- 
ing it in the grave, and as the dirt rat- 
tled down on the lid she fell senseless 
into, her husband's arms. 

After filling the grave the young fa- 
ther took two little sprouts of Lombardy 
poplar that he Kad ‘in thé wagon, set- 
ting one at each end of the grave, and | 
cutting the words ‘‘Baby Ruth” oma | 
piece of board he placed ‘it at the head 
of the little mound, and then they re- 
sumed their journey. Years passed, and 
a road was laid near the spot. The pop- 
lars grew and became a living monu- 
ment, The picce of board that had told 
the little one’s name was annually re- 
placed by some kind hand. 

Time passed quickly, and May 10 
had come and gone 35 times since baby 
Ruth was laid to rest in the wilder- 
ness; the poplars had grown to be | 
trees and stood in acleared field near 
the roadside; the surrounding forest had 
long since disappeared. A board was 
nailed to the trees with the words ‘‘Ba- 
by Ruth” painted onit. A carriage was 
passing by when the driver, an elderly

Let us nee if we have the necessary 
data for ascertaining what this solar ma- 
terial must be. Weare first confronted 
with the fundamental question as to 
whether it is likely to be| composed of 
elements fonnd on the earth. There was 
a time no doubt when it might have 
been urged’ that in all probability the 
solar ¢lements were so far different from 
any bodies known to terrestrial chemists 
that the solar clouds must be constituted 


| of something altogether beyond our cog- 


rizance. Būt this view cannot be sus- 
tained in the present state of science. 
Nothing is more remarkable in the re- 
cent advance of knowledge than the 
clear demonstration of the fundamental 


unity between the elements present in. 


the celestial! bodies and those elemeni® 
of which 'the earth is composed. It is ma 
donbt true that we have fonnd grounds 
for believing that there may be one or 
two elements in the sun which we donot 
find here. 

We have! indeed assigned to these 
dimly discerned elements the hypothet- 
ical names of coronium and helium. 
But even if such bodies exist at all they 
are certainly wanting in the essential 
qualities that must be attributed to any 
element which purports to be the active 
component of the photospheric clouds. 
There cannot be a reasonable doubt that 
the sun is mainly composed of elements 
both well known and abundant. on the 
earth. It is clearly among these known 
bodies that it is our duty to search for 
the characteristic photospheric material 

As the terrestrial clouds consist of 
water they are derived not from a sim- 
ple clement, | but from a composite body 
formed of the gases—oxygen and hydro- 
gen. The multitude of composite bodies 
is, of course, innumerable, and the task 
of searching for the solar constituents 


| would therefore seem to be an endless 


one, unless we were in some way en- 
abled to restrict the field of inquiry. 
This is just what the vast temperature 
of the sun permits us todo. It is well 
known that at a heat resembling that at 
which the photosphere is maintained 
chemical compounds cannot in general 
exist. Ordinary chemical compounds ex- 
posed to temperatures of such elevation 
are instantly resolved into their elemen- 
tary components, It is thus manifest 
that in the endeavor to find the photo- 
spheric material we have not toscan the 
illimitable field of chemical compounds. 
We have only to consider the several 
elementary bodies themselves. 

Thus at once the research is narrowed 
to a choice among some 64 different ma- 
terials, this being about the number of 


| the different elementary bodies. Most of 


them havo already been actually de- 
tected in the sun, and it is very likely 


| that the others do really exist there also 


in some part or other of the sun’s mighty 
volume.—Sir Robert Ball in Fortnight- 
ly Review.

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ESCAPE OF EUGENIE. 


HOW IT WAS ACCOMPLISHED AFTER 
NAPOLEON FELL * 


Sent From the Palace Practically Alone 
and Pennilees—Her Attendants Thought 
Only of Their Own Safcty——Sheltered and 
Saved by an American. 


Miss Anna L. Bicknell, who was for 
many years a governess in the family of 
one of the ladies of the Empress Euge- 
nie’s household, writes of **The Tuile- 
ries Under the Second Empire’’ in The 
Century, from which we take the fol- 
lowing account of the escape of the em- 
press after the downfall of Napoleon in 
the Franco-German war: 

The chamber of deputies had been in- 
vaded by the mob; the downfall of the 
empire had been decreed; the republic 
had been proclaimed. The cries of the 
popular fury were heard in the very 
gardens of the Tuileries, and the enrag- 
ed populace was coming nearer and near- 
er. The crowd reached the reserved gar- 
den in front of the palace and tore down 
the emblematic imperial eagles. It was 
then a quarter past 8 in the afternoon. 

The Austrian and Italian embassa- 
dors now entreated the empress to leave 
the palace, but she warmly rejected the 

The daughter of a noble race, 
with the heroic blood of the Germans 
flowing in her veins, she could not but 
tonsider flight as an act of cowardice. 
She was a sentinel left to defend the 
post, and she would die there. The roar 
of the mob became louder and louder; 
the cries of ‘‘Vive la republique!’’ were 
distinctly heard. 

‘*Madame,"’ then said her faithful 
secretary, Pietri, ‘‘by remaining here 
you will cause a general massacre of 
your attendants.”’ 

She seemed struck by this, and turn- 
ing to General Mellinet she said: 

‘Can you defend the palace without 
bloodshed?’’ 

‘*Madame, I fear not.” i 

“Then all is over,” said the empress. 
She turned to those present. ‘‘Gentle- 
men, can you bear witness that I have 
done my duty to the last?” 

They hastily answered ‘‘Yes,”’ again 
urging her to leave. 

All her usual attendants of the serv- 
ice d'honneur were assembled in the 
rose colored room—a fairy bower, ill 
suited as a frame for such a tragic pic- 
ture, and which she was never to see 
again. She bade farewell toall. Strange 
to say—and the inexplicable fact has 
never been denied nor excused—not one 
of those present offered to follow her, 
not one asked her where she was seek- 
ing a refuge. Let us hasten to add that 
her ever faithful friend and follower, 
the Duc de Bassano, wasnot there. He 
was at the senate house vainly trying 
to stem the flood. But there were oth- 
ers who could have filled his place. 

All were bewildered and absorbed by 
selfish fears. One lady who filled a sec- 
ondary though confidential post in the 
household, Mme. Lebreton, sister to 
General Bourbaki, followed her unhap- 
py mistress into.exile. With one faith- 
ful attendant, Pietri, and the two em- 
bassadors, the empress threaded the gal 
leries communicating with the Louvre 
while the mob broke into the Tuileries 
on the other side. There was a door of 
communication which was found lock- 
ed, and for one brief moment anxiety 
was intense, but the key was happily 
found, and crossing the splendid gallery 
of Apollo in the Louvre the fugitives 
found their way into the place opposite 
the Church of Saint Germain 1’ Auxer- 
rois. 

Two columns of insurgents were com- 
ing in different directions. The danger 
was great, atid the Austrian embassador, 
Prince Metternich, went in haste to seek 
his carriage. Meantime a street boy 
called out, ‘There is the empress!” 

“Much alarmed, the Italian embassador, 
Chevalier! Nigra, hastily thrust the em- 
press and Mme. Lebreton into a hackney 
carriage and turned to silence the boy. 
The driver, frightened at the approach 
of the mob, drove off in violent haste, 
and the two embassadors immediately 
lost sight of the yehicle. 

The empress had no money about her, 
and when, on reaching a quieter region, 
the driver asked her where he was to 
take her she knew not whither to go. 
Several calls were made at the houses 
of friends. None was at home, and the 
empress, utterly exhausted, and not 
knowing where to find a refuge, sud- 
denly remembered that Dr. Evans, the 
American dentist, lived near, and to 
him she went. Dr. Evang was about to 
go to dinner and at first refused to see 
the unknown lady who came at such an 
‘anpropitious time, but as she insisted 
upon speaking to him he came out and 
was struck with astonishment on finding 
himself in the presence of the fugitive 
„empress. To his honor be it said that 
never in the days of imperial prosperity 
could she haye met with more respect 
or mcre devoted zeal in her service than 
was now shown by Dr. and Mrs. Evans. 
Nothing that could be done for her com- 
fort was neglected, and Dr. Evans never 
‘left his imperial guest until he had 
safely landed her on the English shore. 
Here at least there was neither ingrati- 
tude nor selfish fear, and the conduct of 
Dr. Evans on this memorable oocasion 
will be remembered as a title of honor 
to his name and to his country.

One d? the simplest devices for smug- 
gling diamonds is that of the hollow 
heeled shoe, It is asserted that boots 
and shoes constructed ,so as to leave a 
smal] vacant space in the heels are easily 
obtained in Europe, and they are espe- 
cially manufactured for the purpose of 
supplying smugglers with a means for 
escaping detection. - 

The porous plaster has often served as 
a maus of secreting diamonds. When 
itis understood that $10,000 worth af 
diamonds or more can easily be inclosed 
in a paper peacel about as wide as this 
column, 1's inches high and abont a 
quarter of an inch thick, it is easy to 
comprehend that such a package can be 
kept securely in place by means of an 
innocent but highly serviceable porous 
plaster. 

One of the most ingenious methods 
ever employed was the use of a cake of 
soap, wherein a number of diamonds 
had been imbedded. It is highly proba- 
ble that this plan would have proved 
successful had it not been that the offi- 
cers of the government had received in- 
formation that the suspected person had 
diamonds with him and searched his ef- 
fects so thoroughly that they examined 
even the gem studded block of soap. 

The wife of this smuggler helped her 
spouse, and her plan was not less ingen- 
ious than that of her husband. Her hat 
was ornamented with bunches of grapes, 
which under ordinary circumstances 
would only have awakened the envy of 
other wearers of bonnets Within the 
grapes were diamonds and fancy stones 
of great value. : 

Another smuggler was especially pro- 
vided by Providence with a smuggling 
device in the shape of a heavy covering 
of thick, bushy hair, which he arranged 
so that it stood up from his forehead 
like an impenetrable bush. Within this 
mass of heavy hair he deposited a good- 
ly stock of diamonds and succeeded for 
a time in escaping the vigilance of the 
custom house officials. 

As these schemes have become known 
to tbe custom house authorities the m- 
genuity of smugglers has been more se- 
verely taxed. A recent discovery dis- 
closed the following elaborate plan, 
which succeeded a great many times be- 
fore it was discovered; 

Two smugglers operated in partner- 
ship. The first crossed the ocean and be- 
fore leaving the wharf reserved a return 
berth for a certain date) The date and 
the number of the berth were at once 
cabled to his accomplice in America. 
Having purchased his diamonds, in due 
time he returned to this country in ac 
cordance with the instructions previous- 
ly cabled. No amount of examination 
resulted in finding any diamonds upon 
his person. Meanwhile, however, his 
partner had secured the same berth. 

When the day for sailing came, part- 
ner No. 2, accompanied by his family, 
entered the cabin and extracted from a 
secure hiding place several parcels af 
diamonds left there by his accomplice. 
These he handed to his tearful family, 
who after bidding him goodby left the 
steamer unsuspected and brought the 
diamonds into thé market. It took a long 
time to discover this scheme. —Jewel- 
ers’ Weekly.

The New Oyster Law. 

Printed copies of the new Jaw, known 
as chapter 380, acts of 1894, are being 
issved from the office of the commander 
of the State fishery force. The new law 
made s number of changes. For the 
purpose of reducing the expenses of the 
force, one of the steamers (the Governor 
Thomas) was put out of commission, 
and the crews of the sailing fleet were 
reduced from April 15 to September I5. 
During the closed season each of the 
boats will be provided only with a cap- 
tain, mate and cook, excepting the 
schooners Nellie Jackson, the Folly and 
the Baughman, who will have a reaman 
in addition. Provision is made for hir- 
ing extra boats from October to April, at 
a cost not exceeding $30 per month for 
each boat, with a crew of three, the cap- 
tain to be paid $50 per month and each 
of the crew $30 per month. The salary 
of the commander of the force is placed 
at $1,500 per year, and of the deputy 
commanders of the steamers at $1,000. 
The rations of the officers and crew of 
the steamers are reduced.

HINDOO CREM 

BS Sse dg 

THEY BURN THE BODIES OF THEIR 
DEAD IN THE CPEN AIR. 


A Strange and Baui‘ar) Mode. Which Has 
Been Practiond 3 Thein For Thousands 
of Years—The Licue! State From the 
Hindoo Stanilpaint. z 


Although we are beginning to believe 
more and more eyery yearin cremation 
and think ourselves accordingly ad- 
vanced, the Hindoos have practiced’ it 
for thonsands of years. The fuucral pile 
of a rajah sometimes costs lacs of =upees. 
A Hindoo body is sometimes burned 
when 8 rupees cover the entire expenses, 
(‘The rich Hindoo may be somewhat ex- 
clusive. The Hindoo masses do every- 
thing simply and openly. They bathe 
out of doors, they pray ont of doors, they 
cdok out of doors, they die ont of doors 
and their bodies are burned out of doors, 
There are three burning ghats iu Cal- 
cutta. 

A writer to the Pall Mall Budget tells 
yery entertainingly of a visit she made 
to one of the cheapest and most primi- 
tive of these three. 

Just as she entered into the inclosure 

where a burning ghat was in full ope- 
ration there was a crack—asharp retort 
like'a pistol. The heat had just broken 
tbrough a dead man's skul} It was the 
last human part to protest‘ against the 
extinguishment of death. 
_- The al pile‘ af sa | Hindoo 
looks ` mi -ordinary Kitchen. yard 
wood pile. But if you go up close to it 
you discover something very like a hn- 
man form, a glowing, charred mass, dis- 
tinguished from every other shape, ani- 
mate or inanimate, for the Hindoos lit- 
erally purify their dcad by fire. The 
body is burned until absolutely nothing 
remains but a handful of ashes, ashes 
wholly free from any unclean or poison- 
ous matter. As tho writer was closcly 
observing the glowing pile a new body 
was brought in and the rite begun. 

Two coolies carried the body upon a 
rude litter, woven from: coarse grasses 
and held together by outlines of bamboo. 
Two of the dead man’s brothers follow- 
ed, chatting pleasantly. Four stont 
sticks of wood were driven upright into 
the ground, at the corners of an imagi- 
nary parallclogram about six fect by 
two. Betwoen these four posts were 
loosely laid sticks of dry, cheap wood. 
When the pile was a little more than 
three feet hich, the body was laid upon 
it. A dirty picce of crash, of the quality 
the coolies wear aboutthceir loins, partly 
wrapped the dead. One of the brothers 
stepped up and poured abont four ounces 
of ofl over thé body. This insured a 
quicker cremation, but was something 
of a lnxury and nota universal practice. 
The oil must have cost about three pice. 
The other brother paid-the coolies, who 
shouldered the light, empty litter and 
marched gayly ont. 

More wood was piled upon the dead 
A thin stick was lighted at the other 
funeral pile, which was now flaming 
finely, the second pile was lighted, and 
the cremation of the newcomer was be- 

The two brothers appeared very 
terested in the igniting and decidedly 
pleased when it was accomplished. They 
squatted down npon the ground, just so 
far from the pile_that they might feel 
that their scant, filthy garments were 
fairly safe from the sparks, but near 
enonsh to watch all the changing phases 
of the cremation aud to see easily when 
it was consummatod. 

They nuticd a dirty rag from about a 
smal] bundle onc of them brought 
with them. They took outn l earth- 
en bowl. It was clean and shining, and 
so was the brasschattee each lifted from 
his filthily turbaned head. The chattees 
held water. The bowl held curry and 
rice.._Theyfell_to eating with gusto. 
And, pray, why not? They were cating 
to live. Their-brether-was- burning to 
live—to live in Hindoo paradise. From 
the Hindoo point of view this state was 
far more blessed. 

The cremation which was in full blast 
when the writer arrived was finally 
completed. Two distinct kinds of ashes 
were left: The human ashes were care- 
fully gathered into an old chattee. The 
authorities donot allow those ashes to 
be thrown into the river, and they are 
never thrown there in the presence of 
Europeans. The ashes of the wood were 
awept swiftly away. The bits of wood 
fot quite burned were frugally collected 
"to be utilized in the next pile. 

The correspondent also tells of a visit 
to a burning ghat after sundown. 
“‘Night,’’ she goes on, ‘‘is the time of 
Hindoo leisure, as indeed it is of most 
primitive peoples. The inclosure was 
crowded with burning piles. - 

‘We sailed down. the Ganges.. The 
outlines of the attendants of the dead 
and of the funeral pile were sharply 
silhouetted against the black background 
of the dark night by the flames of the 
grewsome death fires. And from that 
part of the shore sacred to Hindoo wor- 
ship came the shricking and the songs 
of many thousand half mad devotees. 

“In a primitive part of interior India 
I once saw a mahuarajah’s funeral pile. 
It had costa positive fortune. It was 
built of expensive spicy woods and sat- 
urated with costly oils. It was richly 
gilded, and the dead was wrapped in 
embroidered silken sheets. For miles 
the air was sweet and pungent and thick 
with the perfumed smoke. I remember 
haying thonght when « child that the 
literally sweetest experience I ever had 
was the attending of a high mass at St. 
Peter's in Rome: But now I must own 
that the sweetest smell I ever smelled 
was the burning of a maharajah’s fu- 
neral pile." 

Stopped His Laugh. 

A man began to laugh immoderately 
over some amusing narrative and final- 
ty, to his dismay, was conscious that he 
could not stop.: The doctor had given 
him up, and the family were gathering 
aroond itr expectation of the end when 
a telegram orrived saying that his wife’s 

"mother was coming to make a short 
visit. He was saved aud has laughed no 
more. —London Tit-Bita.

doubted their existence, and Mr. Fran- 
cis Galton has shown that habits of ab- 
stract thought, such as men of science 
and philosophers indulge in, are apt to 
weaken the capacity of forming mental 
pictares. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick of Winona, Minn., 
an experimental psychologist, has made 
a scries of observations an this phenom- 
enon with the help of his classes. The 
scholars were asked to write down just 
what came into their minds when cer- 
tain familiar words, sach as ‘‘book,’’ 
‘*tree,’’ ‘‘church, '* were called ont, and 
the answers were carefully investigated. 
{ib fonud that the majority of the stu- 
dents. famed distinct images of the ob- 
jects corresponding to the words, and 
the rest formed indistinct images, with 
a few exceptions, who seem to have in- 
dulged in philosophical abstractions. 
The word: ‘‘book,'’ for example, called 
up visions of a Bible, a dictionary, a 
novel, in -all- but a few scholars, who 
thought of. ‘‘food far the mind’’ or ‘‘the 
thonghts of some -person."’ The word 
“‘tree’’ was represtiited Dy some ‘kind of 
tree, more especially the illustrious cher- 
ry tree which Gcorge Washington cut 
down. The word ‘‘church” usually 
evoked a picture of some church in the 
vicinity, but some of the hearers thought 
of a “‘religions organization.'' It is ev-. 
ident from his results that;most people 
are ‘‘visnalizers’’ in thinking, while a 
few are ‘‘nonyvisnalizers.'* The tenden- 
cy to form distinct images was very 
conspicuous amoug the female students, 
and in both sexes it reaches an abnor- 
mal development abont thé ages of 14 
and 15, or during the period of adolxs- 
cence, which, it has been ofherwise ob- 
served, is also one of exceptional good 
health and rapid growth. The tendency 
is further checked or fostered by the oc- 
eupations in life. —Casseli’s Magazine. 


ALL ABOUT PENS. 


An Interesting Account of Their Lovention 
and Evolution. : 

Sharp pointed Lodkius, madeof bronze, 
of stecl or of iron, were the first pens, 
and they were uaed for cutting out let- 
ters aud hieregiyphics in the limestone, 
sandstone orsteatite of eastern countries, 
Such pens were also used for writing on 
Assyrian tablets. The tablets were made 
of soft clay. and after receiving inscrip- 
tions were dried in the sun or baked in 
the fire. 

In the far east and in Egypt the cam- 
l's hair pencil coon took the place of the 
metal bodkin. With the pencil letters 
were paintid on the skins of animals 
and the bark of tree:, in much the same 
manner that the Chinese draw them on 
paper ĝġthe present day. 

In Persia, Greece and Syris wax and 
leaden tablets came into use, and the 
stylns became the popular pen. The 
stylus was made of bone, ivory or metal, 
with one cnd pointed and the other flat- 
tened. The flattened end was used to 
erato errors made in writing- 

The nse of parchment and papyrus, 
however, cilled for x more flexible pen 
than cither the bodkiu or tile stylns, so 
reed pens were invented. For making 
these pens a peculiar kind of reed was 
used, which was shaped to 4 point and 
split, gimilarto the pens now/in use, 

In A. D. 553 it was discovered that 
quills made much better pens'than reeds, 
The quills of the goose, theswan anid the 
crow were used principslly, Several 
centavies later, when writing paper was 
introduced into England, the quill pen 
was : till the fuvorite writing instrument, 
However, the quill pens had been great- 
ly improved, aml those from Russia and 
Holland wore excellent. 

In the early purt of the present century 
there wus a demand for something better 
and more durable than quill pens. Ac- 
cordingly a great many experiments 
were made with horn, glasa, tortoise 
thell and finslly wiih stecl, silver and 
gold. Itwas roon fcund that pens made. 
of horn und tortoise shell softened under 
the action of the ink amd were not so 
good as quill pens. Nor were the silver 
pens very good. They were too elastic 
and too easily worn at the poibts. 

In 1808 steel was tried in Wie's barrel 
pens, but being poorly made und very 
expensive they were not a success, At 
Birmingham, England, in 1820 the giau- 
ufacture of &teel pens began in earnest, 
and they proved to be excelkut. The 
first gross of steel pens sold in Birming- 
bam brought $36 at wholesale. 

They were soon mennufactured in great 
pumbers and have been getting better 
and cheaper all the time, until now we 
can buy for a trifle the best steel pen 
made, Europe has always excelled in 
the manufacture of steel pens, and Amer- 
ica is noted for the wanufactnre of gold 
pens.—Philadelphia Times.

Cheapside is a street, ‘and s busy one 
—the busiest, I dare say, of the whole 
world of streets It is not long; itis not 

tiful; it is uot the resort of the 

onable; it is a business thorough- 
fare from first to last, and it has more 
history crammed into its short stretch 
than other great thoroughfares have in 
their combined long ones. Cheapside be- 
ing not at the side of anything in the 
present era, but at the heart of all things, 
being in the heart of London, hasa very 
important place in civic affairs. It is 
what they call ‘‘an artery of trafic," 
asphalted into the bargain and afford- 
ing ingress and cxit as between the city 
and the regions west. If ithas a quarter 
of a mile tu its length, it has ag much 
as it can legitimately claim, and- even 
that includes a little slico at the eastern 
end talled the ‘‘Ponltry,’’ a title which 
signifies n local purpose in the pictur- 
esque past. 

Cheapside has at one end the Poultry, 
but this nced not be counted as a sepa- 
rate entity. Anl atthe Poultry end is 
the Mansiou House, where lives the lord 
mayor in gol’ lace state. Cheapside 
bumps into Yhreadneedle street, up to 
the steps of the Royal Exchange and 
against tho vealls of the Bank of Eng- 
land, institutions which are both useful 
and ornamental. At the other end of 
Cheapside there is astatne of Sir Robert 
Peel. But I veuture to say that half the 
people who pass there every day do not 
know whose statue it is, and of the oth- 
er half an i:considerable fraction will 
have some accurate notion as to who Sir 
Robert Peel really was, the balance be- 
ing, able to suggest only that he had 
‘‘something to do with the police.” 

Cheapside is' to London what lower 
Broadway is to New York, between the 
postofice and Wall street. Shops, shops, 


shops, insurance companies, great mer- . 


cantile honses, restaurants, a church— 
Dick Whitiington’s—that is to say, 
Bow church, where the bells still tingle 
—these are the stationary ingredients of 
Cheapsice. Gxrnibuves, human beings, 
cabs and car_i.rs' vens are the movable 
ones. Clezp.'de is like the channel ofa 
tidal river—at one time of the day the 
current fets in one directicn, and at an- 
other time it cbbs to the opposite course. 

Theo strect has many funny little trib- 
utaries, wiih fuuny Jittle names, Bread 
strect, Friday street, Ironmonger lane 
and Old Jewry being some of these— 
naIraw passages where in days more 
primitive than our own opposite neigh- 
bors lemmed cut of windows aud shook 
hands across the street, while from the 
pavement they could scarcely have seen 
the sky, so closely did the overhanging 
stories approach to the roofs thereof. 
But there ure no dwellings in Cheapside 
now, nor in the adjacent tributaries. 
The buildings nre all for business pur- 
poses only. The old vogue of ovcrhang 
has been long dispensed with, and a 
sprightly moccern air is worn by the 
commercial architecture. 

One kind of commodity Cheapside has 
in morg abundance than any other place 
on the whirling footstopl—jewelry. It 
may not be the most sumptuons jewelry 
that ever was made, it may not compare 
with the golden filigree work of Za- 
mara, but it is jewelry nevertheless and 
of a good sort for the moderate classes. 
And there is so much of it that it over- 
flows the contracted emporiums and 
flows in cascades and Niagaras of watch 
chains, necklaces, fantastic guards, be- 
hind the plste glass windows. 

It seems to be a trick of Cheapside’s 
shops to display all their treasures to 
the preoccupicd eyes of those who here 
march in Icgions along the pavement. 
They ponr their-wares. into their win- 
dows with a reckless profusion suggest- 
ive of the orient—that is to say, the 
orient you read about, not the orient 
which actually exists. The jewelry of 
Cheapside is mainly silver jewelry, and 
the radiance of the windows is the white 
radiance which tarnishes with such hap- 
less result in the London fog. 

Cheapside is best sean between 9 
and 10 inthe morning or between 5 and 
7in the afternoon, either when every- 
body is coming to or going from his oc- 
cupation. Butall day long the street is 
crowded from end to end, so crowded 
that yon cannot Buywhere cross it in 
safety, cxecpt at the points where con- 
stables are stationed to regulate the traf- 
fic. 

One of. the odd features of. Cheapside 
is the line of pedestrians who stand in 
either gutter, stringing along the curbs 
and vending catchpenny toys. ~ These 
merchants are an amusing lot in their 
way. Their harangues are endless and 
not wholly lacking in wit, althongh 
their language is not altogether parlia- 
mentary. They sell the most wonderful 
assortment of ingenious toys that you 
can imagine, and cvery week or two 
they prodnce, some new thing. Variety 
is the spice of their trade. The wonder- 
ful toys that can be bought of them for 
a penny allure all: kinds of people who 
go cityward. I know men on the Stock 
Exchange who make it a point to buy 
every new penny toy that appears on 
Cheapside. Their collections have al- 
ready the appearance of a lesser South 
Kensington museum or a glorified Low- 
ther arcade. The penny toy venders may 
not pause in their vending. The watch- 
fal “‘bobby’’ keeps them on the move, 
a necessary precaution in this thick 
stream of trafic. One should sée these 
penuy toy men. Until he sees them he 
has not segn Cheapside, and until he has 
xen Cheapside he has not seen London. 
Besides the penny toys are the only 
sheap thiygs in Cheapsidc.—London 
Oor. Boston Herald.
